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THE DYNAMITE PRISONERS 


‘EVIDENCE IMPLICATING IRISH- 
AMERICANS. 

HE FOUR PRISONERS IN COURT—DETEC- 
TIVES DESCRIBE THEIR DISCOVERIES— 
ANTECEDENTS OF THE CONSPIRATORS. 

Lonpvox, April 6.—The interest in the 
nitro-glycerine discoveries continues to grow 
and the excitement is intense. The newspa- 
pers seek to connect the prisoners with the ad- 
vice given by O’Donovan Rossajto Irishmen to 
burn uv everything English except coal. The 
stock of explosives discovered at Whitehead’s 
manufactory, in Birmingham, has been exam- 
ined by a Government Inspector, who reports 
that he found 170 pounds of nitro-glycerine. 

The house in Nelson-square, Lambeth, where 

Wilson and Gallagher were arrested, has been 

placed under police surveillance. All persons 

entering it are carefully scrutinized. The po- 
lice hope in this way to secure evidence on 
which to base further arrests. It is learned 
that large sums of money have been deposited 
in the Bank of England to the credit of the 
men held in Dublin for the Phenix Park and 
other murders. The authorities have made 
investigations to learn tbe source of these de- 
posits, but have not yet succeeded. William 
Doveton Smyth, counsel for Norman, will 


base the defense on the plea that Norman was 
an innocent agent, and that he was employed 
im the capacity of a clerk for a limited time by 
a@ man from United States who has not yet 
been arrested. It is said that Norman is of re- 
spectable birth and education, and that he 
came to England to find employment. : 

The four men arrested on suspicion of being 
concerned in dynamite plots were arraigned in 
the Bow-Street Court this morning, and Sir 
James Ingham, the m te, informed them 
that they were cha with having in their 

ion explosive material with intent to 
_ gse the same for felonious pu Persons 
convicted of this crime are liable to a sentence 
of two years bard labor. The prisoners 
were put down on the charge sheet 
as: Norman, 22; Gailagher, aged 
88; Wilson,-aged 22; Dalton, aged 39. Dalton 
is also known as John O’Connor. A police- 
man was stationed behind each prisoner. They 
are all intelligent-looking men, and are well 
dressed. The detectives depose thet they had 
followed Norman from the dynamite factory, 
in Birmingham. toa hotel in this city; that 
they followed bim when he went out Wednes- 
day evening, and that whan they arrested 
bim he declared that he did not know what 
the box contained. They found in his pockets 
keys which fitted the box, a five-pound note 
with a stamp ‘‘ New-York, March 10,” 
upon it; a map of London, and an 
envelope addressed to “ Galiagher, American 
Exchange. He aiso had in his pocketa tele- 
directing him to call on Fletcher at 
ing Cross Hotel. Fletcher is the person 
who, according to Norman’s claims, engaged 
bim to carry the dynamite box. In regard to 
the arrest of Wilson and Gallagher, it was de- 
thet when Wilson was asked what he 
in his portmanteau he pertly replied: 
* You had better look.” The detectives ex- 
amined it, and found rubber bags containin 
liquids. Gallagher denied any knowledge o 
these bags or their contents. Although Gal- 
lagher was arrested in ee he gave 
his address as Charing Cross Hotel. It was 
remarked that the clue to Gallagher’s connec- 
tion with Norman was that the envelope found 
on Norman was directed te Gallagher, and 
that Fletcher’s dispatch to Norman asked him 
to call at the place which Gallagher claimed 
as his residence. The police found at Gal- 
"s rooms more rubber bags, besides a 
uantity of money and a letter of credit for 
$000, dated New-York, March 15. ‘Gallagher 
bere interposed with the remark that the 
liquid was merely hydrate of chloral, and if 
rubber bags were explosive, that as indeed a 
new discovery. 

In respect to the arrest of Dalton, alias 
O'Connor, the Police testified that he had re- 
fused to give any address except Bowles’s 
Reading-room. No. 14 Edward-place, Fulham- 
road, was, however, searched, and some pieces 
of fuse anda thermometer were found. Dal- 
ton bere remarked contemptuously: ‘The 
fuse you found was merely a cigar-lighter.” 
The police shadowed Dalton to the above 
address. They found upun him a diary which 
contained a receipt for the manufacture of ful- 
minate of mercury and other chemieal com- 

ds. Dalton here reiterated his denial that 
had any acquaintance with the other pris- 
Sners. 

Norman’s counsel, William Doveton Smyth, 
confined his remarks to an urgent appeal on 
the question of bail, which he asked to be al- 
lowed to give for bis client. He said Norman 
had been in the country only about two weeks. 
The magistrate refused to grant the request of 
ee yes and Norman that their money be re- 
sto and said be would remand them until 
Thursday without bail.

y “ C” Division, and a police officer was dis- 
patched to the Drury Lane Theatre, where 
Mr. Vincent, Director of the Criminal Inves- 
tigation Departinent, was witnessing a 
performance by the Carl Rosa com- 
pany. The communication was to the 
effect that a large quantity of dynamite had 
been consigned from Live i to an address 
within the territory of ‘‘C” Division, which in- 
cludes St. James's, Haymarket, and Regent- 
street. Itis expected that arrests of greater 
fmpottance than those already made will 
soon be expected. A portion of the: nitro- 

yeerine which is known to have been made 

the Birmingham factory has been hitherto 
untraced. It is therefore surmised that the con- 
sigument from Liverpool originated in Bir- 
minghamw. An infernal machineof destructive 
character has been found during the last few 
days. The police aa to publish a descrip- 
tion of its mechanism. 
+ The investigations into the arrest will show 
that the persons arrested in London, Liver- 
poel, Birmingham, and Cork are ail members: 
of the same organization and that they have 
been suppe by funds received from Amer- 
ica. It is reported that a plan of both Houses 
of Parliament was found on one of the pris- 
oners. Dalton describes himself as a com- 
pe . Thearrest of Norman was made too 
tily, it appears, as the prisoner was to have 
met Fletcber later iu the day. If he had been 
nilowed to keep this engagement the police 
would have been able to arrest voth men. 

A bill to be intreduced by Sir William Har- 
court inthe House of Commons will provide 
penalties for the possession of explosives, and 
will probably be enacted within the coming 
week. The bill imposes a period of penal ser- 
vitude upon ali persons found in the improper 
possession of dynamite and other explosives of 
similar character.

Cork, April 6.—Carmody, O’Herlihy, and 
Featherstone, the men arrested on the charge 
of being dynamite carriers, had an examina- 
tion to-day, which was conducted with the 
utmost privacy. They were further remanded 
for a week, and bail was refused, Feather- 
stone declared that he was a citizen of the 
United States, that be had placed himself and 
his case in the hands ef the United States 
Consul here, and that he expected ' re- 
dress for the indignity heaped upon him, 

Lonpow, April 7.—it is reported that Nor- 
man has made overtures to the authorities, 
with the idea of turning informer. A note 
found on Norman wes stamped like 
those found on Gallagher and Wilson. The 
wecqe en who escorted the prisoner from 

w-street to the House of Detention were 
armed with revolvers which have been at the 
Bow-street station, but have not been used 
since the Fenian outrages of i876. 

The prisoner, Henry Dalttn, went to America 
10 yearsago. Hestayed some time in New- 

York Stave, and then went to New-Jersey 
where he pursued the calling of a compositor, 
Dalton’s parents state that they know nothing 
sbout the prisoner’s affairs.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 


Lerpsic, April 6.—The Supreme Tribu- 
nal has confirmed: the decision acquitting 
Prof. Mommsen of the charge of libeling 
Prince Bismarck. 

LonpDON, April 6.—The Post is requested to 
state that Simon Philippart, arrested at Paris 
for fraud, is the victim of a conspiracy. 

SovuTHampton, April 6.—Alfred Giles, Con- 
servative, has been elected to the House of 


Commons without opposition, in’ place of 
Charles Parker Butt, who has been raised to 
the bench. This is a Conservative gain. 

Vienna, April 6.—Seven hundred and fifty 
‘emigrants ‘from Bukowina have arrived here 
from Panchooa. Two thousand more are en 
route, and the whole Hungarian colony at 
Bukowira, numbering about 20,000, have de- 
termined to leave, owing to the- insufiicient 
crops. 

Danrzic, April 6.—The Vistula has over- 
flowed its banks and fleoded the villages of 
Bohnsack and Neufaebr. Many cattle have 
been drowned. The inhabitants have taken 
refuge upon higher ground, where they are 
suffering for the necessaries of life. The mili- 
tary have gone to their relief. 

CarpiFr, April 6.— The Board of Trade 
Committee, as the result of their inquiry re- 
garding the loss of the steamer. Gloucester 
City off the Banks of Newfoundland on Feb. 
23, have decided that the ship was not aban- 
doned until it became necessary to save life. 
They blame the Captain, however, and sus- 
pend his eertificate for six months. They also 
censure the chief officer. 

Panis, April 6.—A case is in progress in the 
Probate Court against Mr. Billing, late Con- 
sul to Tunis, who is charged with an attempt 
te pass off a foundling as the son of his late 
wife by Admiral Carengie. Thecounsel for the 
prosecution hinted that the foundling was in 
reality the natural son of Napoleon IIL 

Rome, April 6.—The explosion of the pow- 
der magazine, reported last night, oecurred at 
Moricane, a smell village just out of Passo 
Corese. Two huxdred-weight of powder was 
stored there to be used in constructing an 
aqueduct in a cellar of a tenement-house, in 
which 60 workmen had quarters. One of these 
men lighted 2 match, ana when it had burned 
eut threwit down. in an instant there was a 
terrific explosion. and the house was blown 
into the air. Only a few of the persons in the 
house at the time escaped with their lives. All 
were badly mangied. 

MADRID, April 6.—During the diseussion.on 
the Oath bill in the Chamber of Deputies to- 
day Sefior Canovas stated that the Tories 
would allow atheists to affirm, previded they 
made a formal declaration ef their adhesion 
to the monarchy.

CONFEDERATE DKCORATION DAY.

THE CEREMONIES AT NEW-ORLEANS—AD- 
DRESSES BY JEFF DAVIS AND OTHERS. 
New-Ortzans, April 6.—This was the day 
eet apart for the decoration of the graves of the 
Confederate dead, and it was observed with more 
than usual spirit. The occasion was taken ad- 
vantage of to lay the corner-stone of the monu- 
mont of the Society of the Army of the Ten- 
nessee, in Metairie Cemetery. Gen. Hooker, of 
Mississippi, was the orater of the day. The monu- 


ment is to be surmounted by an equestrian 
statue of Albert Sydney Johnston, in bronze, 
of heroic size. The veterans of the Con- 
federac escorting the ‘members of the 
Granda Army of the Republie, marched to the Con- 
federate monument in Greenwood, which was 
appropriately draped; then to the tombs of 
the Society of the Army of Northern Virginia 
and the Washingtor Artillery in Metairie. 
At the former the most conspicueus decoration 
was on a monument 10 feet high—a column built 
of white roses, which was the gift of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. It is the most 
elaborate piece of flower work ever seen here 
and eost several hundred dollars. Inthe evening 
the annual banquet of the Society of the Army of 
Tennessee was given, at which Jefferson Davis 
and other prominent Confederates spoke. 


HEAVY STORM IN THE SOUTH. 
Litre Rock, Ark., April 6.—A_ severe 
wind, rain, and hail storm prevailed in Central and 
South-westerm Arkansas on Thursday night, doing 
considerable damage to bgiidings and fences and 
blowing Gown many trees. Along the line of the 


Hot Springs and Malvern Railroad a cyclone was 
developed, and the force of the wind lifted a pas- 
senger coach from the track and sent-it down an 
embankment. Several persons were bruised, but 
none seriousiy. Two buildings were blown down 
at Alexander Station, on the lron Mountain Road, 
north of Malvern, and the effects of the storm are 
visible as far as Benton. 


VICKSBURG Miss... April 6.—This section 
was visited to-day y the heaviest rain-fall known 
for years. From 11 o'clock A. M. to4P. M. 
it amounted to 434 inches. During the 
storm the steamer Ed Richardson parted her 
stern line, and, swinging around, jammed 
the steamer Sunflower and a barge against 
a large brick building at the water’s edge, demo!- 
ishing a considerable portion of-it. Many bridges 
were washed away, and the Natienal ana City 
Cemetery roads were badly damaged, as were also 
the grounds of many private residences.

THE PRESIDENT IN FLORIDA 


HE LEAVES HIS CAR AND STARTS 
UP ST. JOHN’S RIVER. 
A MIDNIGHT ACCIDENT WHICH MIGHT HAVE 
PROVED SERIOUS—CORDIAL GREETINGS 
AT JACKSONVILLE. 

JACKSONVILLE, April 6.—The President 
arrived here this evening and left for San- 
ford instead of stopping over nicht, as he in- 
tended when he Jeft Washington. The trip 
to-day has been hot and tiresome, and the 
President was averse to lingering here on his 
way south. 

It was not until just before midnight on 
Thursday that anybody on the road had a 
chance to see the President outside of his car. 
All through trains on the coast line are 
obliged to change trucks at Wilmington, N. 
C., where the gauge widens from 4 feet 8 
inches to 5 feet. Usually this change is made 
quickly, the cars being stopped over a pit 
and blocked up securely, when the nar- 
row trucks are drawn out and wide 
ones run in. Last night, owing to some 
peculiarities of the President’s car, the 
work of changing trucks occupied more than 
an hour. Just after the stop was made the 
President stepped out upon the observation 
platform at the end of the car and sat upona 
camp-stool to smoke acigar. The night was 
dark, but clear, and the damp breeze that 
came up from the Cape Fear River was laden 
with a local aroma of turpentine and resin. 
Just in front of the President stood an 
engine, and he sat full in the glare of 
its head-light. If he could have seen 
across this stream of light he would 
have been interested in a throng of black men 
who stood like statues, with their eyes fixed 
upon the President. Not a word escaped from 
any of the dusky figures in the deep semi- 
circle; nor did they leave their places until the 
train was ready to move. One persistent 
watcher, who had taken a seat on the pilot 
beam just under the headlight, sat with hands 
on his knees, his battered hat pushed back on 
his head and his eyes glowing steadily like two 
lesser headlights until the engine moved 
away. Arriving at Wilmington at 11 o’clock, 
it was not until long after 12 that the trip was 
resumed, and meanwhile the President had 
gone to bed. Secretary Chandler, who had 
been describing very minutely to private 
secretary Phillips the Work of the truck 
changes, assist:d by- two colored men who 
held up blazing turpentine torches while the 


‘investigation proceeded, turned in at the same 


time with the rest of the party. 

An incident that might have resulted in an 
accident awoke everybody on the train about 
2:30 in the morning while the train was run- 
ning very rapidly and was 60 miles or more 
below Wilmington. The coupling attaching 
the President’s car to the train ahead of it 
snapped suddenly, the bell rope broke without 
alarming the engineer, and, before the engineer 
found out that ke hae lost anything, the Presi- 
dent’s car was standing in a wood two miles 
behind. There was a —— deal of running 
about with lanterns and much shouting before 
the train was again made up and under way. 

Charleston Junction was reached about 8 
o’clock, or an hour anda half lete. Charles- 
ton is seven miles away, and as the station is all 
there is of the junction, there was no demand 
to see the President. From this point the 
journey lay through a better country, at least 
to look at, than that in Virginia and Nerth 
Carolina, through which the railroads pass. 
The signs of Spring were more abundant, All 
along the road in the edgesof the swamps 
water-lilies bloomed. The blossoms of the dog- 
wood were seen in the undergrowth. The 
weather became very warm and muggy, and 
there were indications of a thunder-storm over- 
head. There were few people at the stations 
looking for the arrival of the train on the road 
between Charleston and Savannah. Mr. 
Evans, of Hardeevi!le, sent on board the train 
for the President a beautiful bunch of flowers, 
all of which had biossomed in the open air. 

There was no crowd at the Savannah station 
when the President’s train arrived there, soon 
after 1 o'clock, There were a few persons, 
mostly black, on the long unshaded platform, 
and when the President's car was run off ona 
siding, they gathered about and inspected the 
President with as little apparent concern about 
the President's feelings as if he had been made 
of wood and was incapable of feeling. Just 
after the train arrived, Capt. Mercer and Mrs. 
Botts, relatives of the President, living in 
Savannah, entered tue car and were intro- 
duced to the party. They remained with 
the President until the first station south 
of Savannah was reached, where they 
bade him good-bye. The weather had 
by this time become: very hot and 
the road extremely dusty. The President, 
dressed in a light Spring suit, sat in the parlor 
of his car with the door thrown open to admit 
a current of air, although the draft carried in 
a heavy clouil of dust and wood-smoke from 
the engine. The route all this afternoon lay 
through pine woods, where the spike-leaved 

almetto grew thickly, its bright green show- 
ing vividly against the duller, stunted grass. 
The country on either side was flat, and few 
cultivated fields were seen. At 6 o’clock Folks- 
ton, a station 41 miles from Jacksonville, was 
reached, and a stop was made for orders for 
the conductor. The President and Secretary 
Chandler stepped down to enjoy the air, which 
had become cooler toward sunset. The President 
was somewhat travel-stained, and Mr. Chand- 
ler looked very badly battered, and com- 
plained both of the heat and dirt. To the cor- 
respondents who had accompanied the part 
thus far, and who had learned that the Presi. 
dent was to go up St. John’s River to-night 
by private boat instead of to-morrow, he ex- 
tended a cordial invitation to go along. 

Nothing further interrupted the President 
until Callahan station, 21 miles north of 
Jacksonvilie, was reached. Here a committee 
headed by Mayor W. McL. Dancy, and con- 
sisting of Alderman J. Q. Burbridge, Charles 
R. Jeffreys, J. A. Huan, M. C. Rice, Williar 
Baya, of the City Council; W.M. Ledwith, J. 
M. Schumacher, John T, Walker, R. B. Archi- 
bald, J. E. Hartbridge, J. C. Greely, H. Bisbee, 
Jr., and Charles H. Jones, were waiting to 
welcome him to Jacksonville. They were pleas- 
antly received by the President, who simply 
thanked the Mayor for his greeting, and 
spent the time between Callaban and Jack- 
sonville in conversation. Arrived at the 
station a company of infantry was found 
drawn up as an escort. A salute of 21 guns 
was fi in the President’s honor. All the 

ople in the city were out in holiday apparel. 
here were cheers and smiles for the visitor, 
and every manifestation of pride in the occa- 
sion. In the midst of a procession the Presi- 
dent was escorted to the steam-boat landing, 
where, after he ha’ listened to a speech of 
welcome from Col. John T. Walker, to which 
he briefly responded, the boat in which he was 
to goup to Sanford departed, the crewds on 
shore cheering lustily as she sailed away.

JUDGE LAWRENCE'S TWOSALARIES 


IN THE WAY OF HIS BEING ELECTED GOV-

ter feeling exists among the Republicans since 
the election on Monday because of the heavy 
gains made over the election last October. It 
is generally conceded that the Legislature is 
largely responsible for tae loss of Cincinnati 
and Cleveland because it did nothing with the 
temperance question auring the entire session, 
except to keep up an agitation which left 
those engaged in the liquor traffic ig- 
norant of its intentions. The Republicans 
take comfort in the victory gained in 
this city, and it is thought that had the 
same intelligent organizing ability been dis- 
played in Cincinnati an ex-soldier would have 
been successful instead of Mr. Stephens, a 
Copperhead during the war. It is believed, 


however, that the Republicans can be ral- 
lied before the State Convention assembles, 
unless the Legislature clinches defeat by idiotic 
legislation during the short time it has to re- 
main insession. Just now candidates are not 
coming to the front with that vigor so charac- 
teristic of the ‘‘Ohio man,’ and it may be 
said that Judge William Lawrence is at pres- 
ent the only persistent seeker for the Guberna- 

rial nomination on the Republican side. He, 
however, bas no special backing. 

An old-time Democrat said to-day: “Iam 
well aware that Judge Lawrence stands high 
in the Republican Party, and holds a very re- 
sponsible place in the Treasury Department at 

ashington. He is regarded as a very able 
lawyer, but if the Republicans should nom- 
inate him now, when the party is occupying a 
defensive position, Mr. Lawrence would be de- 
feated by 50,000 votes with any respectable 
man the Democrats might pit against him.” 

“Ts there any blemish in the record of Judge 
ta that could be brought up against 

im ? 

* As te that I will notsay; but one thing I 
do know. In 1862 William Lawrence was 
Common Pleas Judge of the First Subdivis- 
ion, Third District. The Judge became very 
patriotic, and was given the Colonelcy of the 
Eighty-fourth Ohio Volunteer Infantry, a 
three months regiment, raised in Hardin and 
Logan Counties. Judge Lawrence adjourned 
his court, put his war trappings on, and his 
regiment went into camp, and finally went to 
Cumberland, Md., and otber points, to guard 
the line of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad. 
The Judge would have deserved great credit 
for his patriotic conduct had it not been for 
the fact that he was absent from the bench 
four months, and drew his ney as Judge as 
well as Colonel during that length of time. 
There is nothing which so excites the ire of the 
average ‘ Buckeye’ as to know that anv man 
is drawing salary from both the general and 
State Government at the same time. There is 
a bad Jook about it which the people are daily 
growing mors opposed to.” 

‘** But this was twenty-one years ago.” 

“ Yes, it was at a time when patriotism was 
ata premium. Judge Lawrence was credited 
with being one of the patriots, yet the facts 
show that he was the gainer from a financial 
point of view. He had two trons in the fire 
at the same time, and people at. this late date 
would surely repudiate his action at the polis 
if be were nominated.” 

An examination of the Report of the Auai- 
tor of State for 1862 confirmed the*above 
statement. Judge William Lawrence drew 
his full salary each quarter as it became due.

A RICHMOND YOUNG LADY RUNS OFF WITH 
A COLORED MAN. 

PETERSBURG, April 6.—Early this morning 
the Chief of Police received a telegram from Rich- 
mond inguiriag whether Miss Maggie Dooley and 
Jobn West, a negro, both of that city, had been 
seen in Petersburg. A search by the polise re- 
sulted in the arrest of West, who was found ina 
suburb of the town. He was arrested, and at first 
made a show of fight. He denied having seen Miss 
Dooley, and was taken to the station-house. On 
the route a large crowd of whites followed 
bim, and it was feared that violence would 


be used, but it was not until he reached 
the station that an effort was made to do him 
harm. As he stepped into the reom, Mr. Jobn 
Dooley, a brother of the youug ladv, leveled a 
pistol at him and made a desperate effort to 
shoot him. He was only saved by the efforts of 
the police. The town was then closely searched 
for Miss Dooley. She had been seen in a carriage 
with West this morning and it was known that the 
pair had come from Richmond together, After 
about an heur’s investigation, she was discovered 
in a house in Pocahontas aud was brought to the 
station-house and confronted with her fathor and 
brother. She was much agitated, and denied that 
she had come here witn West for the purpose of 
marrying him. She refused to avsign a reason for 
her conduct, and wus given into the charge of her 
father. Miss Dooley is the only daughter ot a 
Well-known citizen of Richmond, and is about 22 
years old. She is‘of prepossessing appearance. 
Her father is a venerable man. who seemed greatly 
grieved at his daughter's bebavior. 

When West was arrested he at once asked for 
counsel and stated that he had sufficient money to 
pay agood fee. He was subsequently searched by 
a policeman and seyeral hundred dollars discov- 
ered on his person. On being intormed of this, 
Mr. Dooley said that just before he left Richmond 
he had become aware that he had lost more than 
$1,000, and be further identified some of the notes. 

There are two theories in regard to the matter. 
The first is that the pair were on their way to 
some obscure point where they intended to live as 
man and wife. They stopped here because West 
wished to see relatives in this city, where he is 
well known in colored cireles. The other theory, 
for which there is good foundation, is that Miss 
Dooley is the victim of a social seandal in Rich- 
mond, and that the real person to whom she owes 
her disgrace js a young society man of that city. 
She partly confessed as much to the Chief ef Po- 
lice, and also the fact that she is enceinte. West 
was arraigned before a Justiee of the Peace to- 
night, when the father of the girl withdrew iis 
charges against West, and he was discharged. 
Many rumors and theories are afloat, but the true 
inwardness of the matter bas not yet been learned.

A DIVORCED WOMAN SHOT.

A CLEVELAND MAN, FAILING TO GET MONEY 
FROM HIS FORMER WIFE, SHOOTS HER. 

CLEVELAND, April 6.—Samuel Cooper, who 
was deiivery clerk in the Post Office three years 
ago, went this afternoon to No. 31 Walnut-street, 
where his divorced wife and ber sister were about 
opening a boarding-house, and, going into the 
kitchen, fired at Mrs, Cooper. The bullet struck 
her rigbt arm, glanced off the bone, and ledged in 


her abdomen. Cooper is 40 years old and his wife 
is 32. They haa not been living happily together 
and two years ago separated. Sinee then Cooper 
has been paying occasional visits to his wife, de- 
manding and receiving money. Only a week agoshe 
gave him $57, ana when he calied on her to-day he 
demanded $200 which she bad in bank. Having 
just opened a boarding-house and being in need of 
er money, she retused to comply with hisdemand, 
when he drew a revolver and Jevelea it at her. 

Sbe screamed and ran out into the kitchen. He 
foliowed her saying, * Why, Lottie, you don’t sup- 
pose I would hurt you?’ “You needn't deny it,” 
retorted Mrs. Cooper: “‘ you had a revolver in 
your band but a moment ago.”’ “No, you are 
mistaken,” pleaded Cooper, placing his left arm 
about her. In this position he suddenly drew bis 
revolver again and fired, the ball taking effect, as 
stated, in her right arm, piereing the flesh and en- 
tering the abdomer near the groin. The wounds, 
theugh not n-«cessarily fatal, are very serious. 
Cooper has not yet been arrested.

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SCHAEFER THE CHAMPION 


VIGNAUX DEFEATED BY NINETY- 
ONE POINTS. 

THREE THOUSAND PERSONS PRESENT—BOTH 
PLAYERS NERVOUS—SCHAEFER’S LONG 
RUN OF 220—DALY TAKES THIRD PRIZE. 

Curcaco, April 6.—The greatest audience 
ever seen in, Chicago at a billiard contest 
assembled at Central Music Hall to-night to 
witness the first meeting of Vignaux and 
Schaefer at the balk-line game. Fully 3,000 
people were present, including about 500 ladies. 
The house had been entirely sold two 
days before, and ticket speculators read- 
ily realized $10 apiece for choice 
seats. Every foot of .standing-room in 
the entire auditorium was occupied. The in- 
terest and excitement were intense in the vast 
assembiage, and every shot of average merit 
was liberally applauded. Schaefer seemed to 
be in the greatest favor, but impartiality was 
the invariable rule, the foreigner coming in 
for his full share of the applause. For the 
most part Vignaux had the call in the betting 
at slight odds, one hundred to eighty being 
laid in some instances, though many even 
bets were made. Schaefer had made the 
highest average, 40, and Vignaux the largest 
run, 246, so that there was little room for 
choice. A brief controversy arose just prior 
to the opening of the game, Vignaux demand- 
te new stock of balls to choose from, while 
Schaefer insisted on the seiection being made 
from the three sets that had served through- 
out the tournament. After some argument 
Vignaux loftily waived the point, as he also 
waived his desire to have the balls weighed. 
Parker Byers officiated as referee. 

Schaefer won the bank and missed from the 
lay-off. Vignaux began his first inning ner- 
vously, and stopped at 11 on an easy shot. 
Schaefer opened his second with a daring long 
draw of great difficulty, and soon had the 
balls near enough to the right-hand rail to 
do some profitable nursing, but at 38 he 
stopped on a hard massé out in the middle 
of the table. Both men sbowed tho strain 
upon them for the next two or three innings. 
Schaefer had good opportunities in his fourth 
inning fer rail work, but his stroke was too 
uneven to get more than 40, when a 
two-cushion effort flocred him. Vig- 
naux was still unsteady and pale, and 
secured but 5. Schaefer started the fifth 
inning with a hard shot, but fell at once on a 
perfectly easy carom, leaving his opponent a 
break which called for five cushions to make a 
suceess. Vignaux made the shot and got posi- 
tion, but lost it at 7, and then regained 
control of the balls by a hard massé. By a 
heavy draw and force shot the bails were 
gathered at the lower end rail, but not for 
long, ashe soon had them wide open. At 30 
he settled down to really close work, taking 
infinite pains with every stroke. At 80 he 
tried the cushion kiss nurse, but did not stick 
toitlong. At 89 he turned over to the right- 
hand corner, and theu by great care kept on 
to 106 before ke drove an object ball up and 
down the table. Another drive gave him 
perfect position near the left-hand lower cor- 
ner, and at 116 another long drive resulted 
favorably. At 125 the balls were in line and 
far apart, but he counted on a powerful one- 
cushion shot which brought down the house. 
At 129 he got apother bunch on the right- 
hand rail, but stopped at 139 on an easy fol- 
low shot. Score—Vignaux, 175; Schaefer, 79. 

It took Schaefer just three shots to get » 
nestful at tho lower end at the opening of his 
sixth inning. At 32 the balls were spread 
apart, but a succession of long drives finally 
brought them into - iy on the left-hand 
rail. He froze at . but counted on 
an out-curve massé. At 73 there was 
a hard line break which was beautifully 
overcome by a double kiss. The spectators 
cheered, A brilliant massé at 112 brought out 
another round. At 140 the bails were railed 
on the lower end, 12 inches from the cushion. 
Some one cried out, “Take off one 
bail.” By occasionally forcing the object- 
balls up and down the table, with 
now and then a handsome draw or massé, the 
little man kept on amid frequent bursts of 
cheers until at 220 he stopped on asimple one- 
cushion shot which was played too fme. Score 
—Schaefer, 299; Vignaux, 175. Small results 
wore the rule till the eighth inning, when by 
hard work Vignaux pounded out 77, of which 
12 shots with the balis straddling the cross-line 
at the upper right hand corner. The call was 
—Schacefer; 309; Vignapx, 272. 

Schaefer played nervously fora time, and 
in the twelfth inning Vignaux went to the 
front with a run of 109. Score—418 to Schaefer 
334. Dan Strauss interrupted Vignaux while 
he was under headway in the run 
of WY to tell bim that Schaefer 
had stepped out of the room _ for 
amoment. There was no need of this inter- 
ruption, and when it resulted in causing Vig- 
naux to miss the big Frenchman swere a mut- 
tered oath at his meddlesome henchman. 
There were hard breaks in great num- 
ber and frequent misses for tbe next 
few innings, but in the seventeenth 
Schaefer got position in two shots at the lower 
end rail, but did not keep the rail long. He 
did a good deal of open tavle work in the 
course of the run, and made no use of the 
corners when he got into them. He stopped 
at 94 on a very difficult left-hand draw and 
spread shot. Score—Schaefer, 448; Vignaux, 
421. Vignaux in his eighteenth did some care- 
ful nursing, with many elegant draws, but at 
52 slipped up on a simple one-cushion shot. A 
careless slip of his cue-leather forfeited a fine 
break for Schaefer in the twentieth, the first 
half of which saw the score a tie—492 each, 
Vignaux turned to 509 with a run of 17, miss- 
ing an easy draw to the cushion for position. 

The Frenchman never got another chance in 
the game. 
and anxiously, the sweat pouring off his big 
forehead when he was playing as while he 
watched his opponent. On. Schaefer’s sec- 
ond shot in the twenty-first inning the 
balls were in line and all against 
the cushion, but he counted by 
a beautiful massé and got good position be- 
sides. At 12 the balls were out in the middle 
of the table, at 14 on the left hand rail, at 17a 
brilliant spread to opposite cushions heiped him 
to u good break, and at 25 they were on the left- 
hand rail near the head of the table. He lost 
and recovered the rail half a dozen times after 
this, and did most of his playing at about i8 
inches from the cushion. With every descrip- 
tion of shot Schaeter kept at work, get- 
ting position only to lose it again, and 
at 10:55 o’clock he had scored a run 
of 108 and had won the worid’s cham- 
pionship at balk-line billiards. Three thou- 
sand people rose to their feet and cheered and 
shouted for fully five minutes. Vignaux 
waited patiently for a chance to shake hands 
with the new champion, and after going 
through that formality he left the hall as soon 
as possible. Mme. Vignaux sat in a private 
box and showed deep distress at her busband’s 
defeat.

LAWRENCE, Mass., April 6.—A gang of 150 
men, employed by the Boston and Lowell Railroad 
Company, this morning began tearing up Canal- 
street and Jaying ties and tracks thereon, so as to 
afford a connection for the Beston and Loweil 
Road with all the mill corporations of the city. 
Mayer Breen was given notice, but he ascertained 
that he could not interfere, as the thoroughfare is 
the preperty of the Essex Company, never having 
been accepted by the city. It is understood this 
action was taken to afford means of competition 
with the Boston and Maine Road. At a speeial 


meeting of the Board of Aldermen to-day it was 
stated, for the Bosten and Lowell Railread, that 
the road had permission from the abutters on the 
street to lay its track. As the street is a private 
way. the Aldermen are powerless to change the 
existing state or affairs. 


CuicaGo, April 6.—The meeting of railways 
running west and south-west from this point in- 
terested in the agreement not to issue’passes to 
shippers, from which agreement the Chieago and 
Alton Road gave notice of withdrawal last Satur- 
day, reconvened to-day. The committee a 
pointed last night reported a plan substantiaily 
the same as that now in force te cover the currert 
year. It provides that any member may 
withdraw after 30 days’ written notice, 
and fixes penalties for violation of the 
terms of agreement as follows, at the 
diseretion of the Arbitrater: First offense, $100;

The Justice 
took the statemente of nine and adjudged the 
other five too young te understand the nature of 
an oath. 

Watson was represented by counsel, and waived 
examination upon each of the charges. In default 
of $260 bail in each case, he was committed to the 
Elizabeth Jail to await the action of the Grand 
Jury. He is about 20 years old and prepossessing 
in appearance and dress. His father, who eame in 
response to a telegram, is a respectable and werk- 
ing enzineor in New-York, is utterly unable to ex- 
plain his son’s conduct, and says this is the first 
time he has been in any trouble of the sort. Young 
Watson is perfectly sane and intelligent, and re- 
fuses to make any statement as to bis conduet.

TAMMANY’S CHARTER DEAD 


BELIEF THAT IT WILL NOT AGAIN 
BE HEARD OF. 
SPEAKER CHAPIN BLAMED—TAMMANY MEM- 
BERS ENRAGED—NATURE OF THE SPLIT 
ON THE CHARTER—WORK IN THE SENATE 
Avsany, April 6.—There is great disgust 
among the Tammany people at the recommital of 
their charter amendments. They attribute the 
eyents of last nightto Speaker’Chapin and the 
members of the Albany regency. They see the 
same Democrats who voted to oust their Repre- 
sentative, Mr. Bliss, and to give his scat to Mr. 
Bprague, arrayed on the Speaker's side in the mat- 
ter of the charter. Col. Murphy declares that he 
Could have beater the Republicans and the Speak- 
er’s forces combined had not some of his own 
mes been more interested in Langtry and absent- 
ed themselves trom the Assembly Chamber. It 
is quite possible that this is true enough. There 
were, however, a dozen Republicans who were 
also absent, some of them being sick, while at 
least halfof them had no excuse whatever for 
their failure to be present. The Speaker has been 
congratulated by many of his Democratic friends 
on having thus incurred the eternal enmity 
of the Tammany members. There js a general im- 
pression that the last bas been heard of the char- 
ter that will be heard of it this Winter. If it comes 


out of the committee again the Speaker's wing will 
endeavor te whip enough of the men who voted 
with Tammany last night into line with the better 
element of the party—for this is what it practically 
amounts to.a struggle between the better Demo- 
prats who are anxious to make party capital and 
the baser crowd who are bent on securing the sub- 
stantial offices, Upon the question of State patron- 
age there is no division of sewtiment in the party, 
The record of the last three months’ serambie 
pught to be proof of this.

LIZZIN GANNON’S HYSTERIA—HER FATHER’S 
STORY TOLD IN COURT. 

Boston, April 6.—The trial of the suit 
against Archbishop Williams and a ourate for 
alleged injury done the sick child Lizzie Gannon 
by depriving her of paper images whieh she 
idolized as “ angels,” was continued to-day in the 


Superior Court. 
by the prosecution to show that the girl’s acutest 
sufferings were immediately subsequent to the loss 
of these images. The mother of the girl was 
further examined, also a couple of schoolgirls, a 
sister of the mother, the girl’s father, and a few 
others who testified toan intimate acquaintance 
with the family. The principal testimony was 
that of Mary E. Ryan, the sister of the sick girl's 
mother. The witness testified that she slept in the 
room with the child. The latter was inthe third 
trance wher she first produced the “ angols.’ 
Sorne time after the child showed her the box in 
which they were kept. The child took them out 
and kissed them. Witness said that she never saw 


anything more beautiful. “‘ They had short, curly 
heir, and were about an inch long.” Thechild said 
that “*Frankie’’ hac sent themtoher. ‘* Frankie” 
was the brother who had died and for years 
before his death was an invalid requiring constant 
care. ‘This witness described in detail the visits of 
Father Fleming, as others had done. ‘The priest 
refused to return the images which he had in his 
possession, because he said the church condemned 
idolatry. and at length refused to have anything 
further to do with the case, considering that some 
bad influences were at work. He declared it to be 
a case forthe insame asylum, Carney Hospital, or 
the Sisters. This witness also told of the child 
seeing the vision of the immaculate conception. 

William H. Gannon, the father of the chila, testi- 
fied at great length of his interviews with the Areh- 
bishop aud his repeated demands for the chila’s 
images. Concerning the effect of the priest’s 
course upor the child, he said that she held her 
voice until April, 1880. From the very first there 
were one or two persons who could restore her 
voice tewporarily. In December, 1580, she became 
totally speechless. Then for a time she lost 
her sight end _ hearing, After ai while, 
he said, the thing got into the papers 
and many people visited the house, among 
them some _ Spiritualists. People made it 
a point to see if some one could not take her by 
the hand and restore her voice altogether. When 
Mr. Fieming took her by the hand she could speak. 
They munaged to diseover a means of rousing her, 
aod she recovered her eyesight and hearing and 
the muscles of her neck relaxed. At present she 
is without speech fand cannot be left alone; she 
cannot walk more than a quarter of a mile; 
when se puts her head = on a iopil 
low ene goes to sieep and cannet 
be reused. She will not be left alone, and she 
manifests the loss of her angels by trying to speak 
and in writing. The want of them has a very de- 
pressing effect on her. he witness declared that 
neither he nor his wife hadany idea where the 
images came from, but he thought the ebild was 
under a delusion in respect to their supernatural 
origin. He insisted that Father Flemings's action 
with the images was the direct oceasion of his 
child’s extraordinary troubles. She hada slight 
d¢lusion about them before the priest came, and 
they were taken from her in such a way as to in- 
crease the delusion. By proper management of 
her case he believed she could have been cured of 
her delusions. ; 

Dr. M. Hodges, the physician who attended the 
girl, was cailed and testified. Her disease he pro- 
nounced tO be profound hysteria. The disease 
would probably be aggravated, he thonght, if she 
were surrounded by a,superstitious atmosphere. 
One of the traits of the disease was to deceive, but 
with no intent on the part of the patient to de- 
coive. He thought it dangerous to accept as 
facts any statements made by a person m 
that eondition. It was not an uncommon phe- 
nomenon fora person to lose power of speech for 
alonger or a shorter time. He advised tne re- 
moval of the child from her surroundings, but this 
advice was not followed because the family thought 
they could take better care of herathome. He was 
not prepared to say whether the possession of the 
images weuld or would not increase her super- 
stitious delusion. 

Dr. Walter Channing, who has for years made a 
specialty of nervous diseases, and especially of 
cases of mental disorder, was examined. He 
thought that the images hada real significanee to 
the girland became a moral influence. Llysteria 
he defined as a disease having innumerable mani- 
festations. Its victimes when shocked suddenly in 
their emotions may be also affected in their physi- 
cal natures. This girl had come to attach ex- 
saosdinery pewer to these bits of paper, but if she 
had been in perfect health he did not think that 
their removal would produce such effects az 
eharacterize the present case. In the case of a 
sick person, he could only say that impaired eye- 
sight was one of several results whieh 
might follow. A ehilad whe thought she hada 
been in heaven and had seen her brother, and 
that certain pieces of paper possessed miraculous 
power, might be insane; people might be tempo- 
rarily insane during trance condition. He had 
never known of. a case where the taking away of 
anything of this sort had affected a person’s hear- 
ing, eyesight; or health. Still what he had been 
saying Was more than conjecture, because the re- 
moval of these trinkets from this ehild was caleu- 
lated to produce a moral shock upon her. A 
moral shock was administered upon the brain: it 
then affected the nervous system, and finally it 
might reach apy cr every musele or organ of the

CHICAGO MARKETS STRONGER. 


LEADING PRODUCE FAIRLY ACTIVE—WHEAT 
IRREGULAR—CORN LESS WEAK. 

Curcaco, April 6.—The leading produce 
markets were fairly active to-day and generally 
stronger, after an early dash of weakness. There 
was a wide-spread expectation of still lower prices, 
and some sales were made with that idea, but it 
w2s soon found that most of the weak bidders had 
been already scared out, and the orders to buy ex- 
ceeded the quantity on sale. Leading capitalists 
were buying heavily, it is true, but still buying as 
if they thought it time for a reaction, and some 


of the news from other points was regarded 
as warranting confidence in prices at the 
recent decline. The rather pronounced snow- 
storm here may have bad something te do with the. 
strength, It is rather jate in the year for snow ¢ex- 
cept of the mildest possible kind. Provisions were 
moderately active and averaged firmer. Pork ad- 
vanced 10 eents and fell back, closing a shade 
above the latest prices of Thursday, at $18 17 for 
May and $18 87% for June. Lard sold up 10 
eents and closed at an improvement of 
5 cents, at $11 30 bid for May and $11 37% 
bid fer June. Short ribs closed 244 cents higher, 
at $9 90 for May and $10 024 for June. Liverpool 
reperted a decline of 2d. on Jard, but was td. 
higher on short clears, and the Jocal hog market 
was stronger, with smaller arrivals than had been 
generally expected. There was a!so some improve- 
ment in the shipping demand, which. thouzh not 
active, helped to give more confidence in the 
property. and the strength in grain did the rest. 
The speculative strength was chiefly felt in lard, 
and the trading veered round rather decidedly into 
the Summer futures, little being done for May, ex- 
cept in changes into the more deferred months. 
The latter feeling wasan easy one. On the after- 
noon call the market was yn 
Wheat was more active and irregular. It de- 
clined 1 cent early in the day, then advaneed 1 to 
144 cents, and fell back, closing 3% cent below the 
latest prices of Thursday, at $1 0244 for April and 
$1 074g bid for May. Liverpool reported a further 
deeline of 1d. percental, and London was off 6d. 
to 1s. per quarter; but later cables noted a stead- 
fer feeling at the decline, while there was mere 
news to the effect that Southern wheat-flelds show 
great areas whieh do not grow with warm weather. 
Added to this was the snow-fall, which revived 
fears ef a Spring wheat failure, as it was said that 
the crop cannot be depended on unless sown in 
the first half of April, and is rarely good uniess 
the seed be got into the ground before 
the 5th of this month. It was also reported 
that & great deal of wheat land in England is being 
plowed up because the seed sown last Autumn is 
found to have rotted and the folks on the other 
side of the Atlantic are now satisfied that they will 
have much less than an average crop this year. 
The result of allthis was mere willingness to buy 
at the decline which followed free offerings at the 
outside, some leading local operators buying larze 
jines, but the resulting improvement was not sus- 
tained. Carlots wero quist, but No. 2 was stroncer. 
On the afternoon call the market closed easy and 
mae % cent om the open board, to $1 074% for 
ay. ; 
Gorn was active and less weak. The market de- 
clined 34 cents early in the day, then advanced 1% 
cents to 1 cent, and closed 14 cent nelow the latest 
prices of Thursday, at 5954 cents for April and 5414 
cents bid for Muy. Our re¢eipts were rather smal!- 
er,and there was a moderate shipping demand, 
while the British markets were called dull and 
reglected, but steadier at the decline, and there 
were worefkints to the effect that Western holders 
do not care to sell at present quotations. But no 
one seemed to attach much importance to.these re- 
marke, though pemy-apeets covered up on the tHe- 
ory that a reaction is always probable after such a 
break as we have just experienced. The most not- 
able thing now in corn futures is the wider pre- 
mium paid for tbe Summer months, July command- 
ing a premium of fully 344 cents over May. There 
wus little change in the prices of car-lots, except 
that rejeeted was firmer. On the afternoon cail the 
market was easy and it closed 4 cent lower 
on the open board at 5444 cents for May. The ques- 
tion is raised how leng car the speculative element 
afford to pay present prices for earrying property. 
The rates are not quite as great asare paid at the 
pawushops, but still high enough to seriously dimi- 
nish the chanees of profit on the deals. A eood 
deal of money has been used, and many members 
of the board have found a profit in borrewing 
money at 6 to 7 percent., and lending it at rates 
which paid 10to 12 per cent. Recently the com- 
petition has been so strong as to interfere with the 
value of this feature of the business; as high as 8 
per cent. was paid to-day for the use of money to 
be loaned on produce.

SEVEN ROUNDS ENDED WITH ONE 
TERRIFIC BLOW. 

JAMES M’ LAUGHLIN BEATEN BY THE 
‘* BLACK DIAMOND’ AFTER THE CROWD 
HAD ATTENDED A COCK-FIGHT. 

In various stages of sleepiness and inebriety 
acrowd, which finally numbered about 200 men, 
began to collect at break ef day yesterday ona 
grass plot which sleped gradually from the rear of 
a hetel not many yards distant from the old Coney 
Island horse car road. Most of them had spent 
the night around a cock-ipit, improvised in a room 
adjoining the hotel bar. In the erowd were ruffians, 
politicians, thieves, prize-fighters,and rum-sellers. A 
fierce fight, in whieh pistols and knives would prob- 
ably have been{used, was only prevented at one time 
during the cock-fight by the expulsion of the 
“ judge,” who had made a wrong-decision. New- 


York birds were matched against Brooklyn birds. 
There was $250 on eaeh fizht and $500 on the odd 
battle. New-York won five out seven fights, and 
the main. 

In the upper part of the hotel two men had been 
resting quietly. They were Henry Woodson, a 
colored man, known as the ‘Black Diamond,” 
and James McLaughlinr, a white man. A ring was 
formed on the turf by tha spectators, but there 
were no stakes or ropes, About 50 carriages formed 
an outer circle. The “sporting gentle- 
men” who made up the purse had ap- 
parently insistet that the best man _ should 
win. ‘The leconds of the black man won the toss, 
and selected the high cround of the slope. At 5:16 
o'clock time was called, and the fighters sprang 
into the ring. The colored man was naked to the 
waist, and wore white trunks and drawers. The 
white man was similarly attired, except that he 
wore a light, eleeveless shirt. The colored man 
weighed 120 pounds, and is 5 fcot inches in hoight. 
The muscles stood out iike great knots on his 
shoulders, breast, and arms, McLaughlin is half 
an inch shorter than his antagonist and about 10 
pounds lighter. His muscles had a marked de- 
velopment, but not the hard set of the colored 
man's. So eager were the men for the fray that 
they forgot to shake hands until told to by the 
referee. Themen undoubtedly wore gloves, but 
the coverings added very littie to the bulk of their 
closed fists. 

The colored man led off tn the fighting and 
landed lightly on McLaughlin's stomach with his 
left. He tried again, but the blow fell short. 
Woodson moved up quickly and hit MeLaughlin 
on the mouth and breast withont receiving a blow 
in return. A wrestlo and fall ended the 
round in 35 seconds. The colored man had 
the best of the wrestling, which surprised his op- 
pouvent's friends. McLaughlin is a collar-and- 
elbow wrestier, and his chances of winning 
were chiefly based on his ability in that 
linen. In the second round McLaughlin 
led with aresounding blow on the ‘‘ Black Dia- 
mond's" jaw. Woodson countered heavily on Mc- 
Laughlin’smonth and followed up with dean hits 
on the eye and mouth, McLaughlin failing to 
make any return. A _ clinch aed a fail 
ended the round in 45 seconds, with Me- 
Laughlin on ‘top. When time was called 
for the. secend round McLaughlin sent ont his 
right and caught Woodson heavily on the jaw. 
McLaughlin got in another blow on Woodson’'s 
jaw with his left without a return. Thencame a 
elinch, and McLaughlin was thrown heavily, the 
round lasting 35 seconds. When time was ealled 
for the fourth round both men were breathing 
heavily. McLaughlin's face showed several bruis- 
es. Woodson forced the fighting, and threw Mc- 
Laughlin over a bench, the round lasting 20 seconds. 
In the fifth round MeLaughlin went atthe negro 
savagely, landing on Woodson's mouth, nose, and 
ear without a return. Woodson closed with his 


| opponent, but McLaughlin, still fighting fiercely, 


drove his opponent againgt the wheels of one 
of the carriages, and almost under the feet 
of the horses. The referee ordered the 
men to break and return to. their cor- 
ners. The time of the round was 80 seconds. 
In the sixth ronnd neither man attempted to 
defend himself. The blows followed in rapid suc- 
cession, McLaughlin having a little the; best of it, 
Fina/ly McLaughlin brought the round to a close in 
15 seconds by a biow on the ** Black Diamond's” 
ear, whieh fairly lifted the colored man off his feet 
and brought him down on his knees. McLaughlin 
was on the peipt of striking him after he hed 
fallen, when the referee gave a warning cry. 

In the seventh and last round McLaughlin forcea 
tbe fighting, and was having a little the best of it, 
although it was apparent that Woodson was 
in the better condition. The colored man 
tried for McLaughiin’s chest with his right hand, 
but fell short and received stinging blows on the 
nose and ear. Woodson had got around to the 
higher ground and managed to get bis right fist on 
MoLaughlin’s jaw with much force. The !atter 
countered lightly on the ~mnegro’s face, 
Woodson took a step back, made a  feint 
with his left at MeLaughiin's face, and 
sentin aright-hander straight from the shoulder 
that left not a doubt upon any man’s mind that the 
fight was over. McLaughlin's form was fairly 
driven into the turf. He had caught the blow on 
the mouth and nose, and, as he fell, his head was 
slightly turned to one side. His flesh was purple. 
He quivered two or three times as he lay on the 

Tass, and° somebody called out, “ His neck is 

roken,’’ A general rush was made for the car- 
riages,and many persons hurriedly drove away. 
McLaughiin’s seconds feared at first to lift him, 
but the panic passed by in a minute, although it 
was séveral minutes before McLaughlin returned 
to consciousness. His second steod with blanched 
face looking at his principal, and then absent- 
mindedly threw up a towel which he held in his 
hand instead of asponze. Woodson was declared 
the victor, and a purse was made up for MeLaugh- 
lin, whe had never fought before in the ring. 
Woodson is the ehampion eolored fighter of Amer- 
ica, and has won several ring fights. He is 24 years 
of age, and McLaughlin is 29.

THE PATERSON CITY ELECTION. 

The Paterson city election takes place on 
Monday. A Mayor is to be elected and two Tax 
Commissioners; also one Alderman and a Commis- 
sioner of Public Instruction in each ward, one 


Chosen Freeholder in the First, Fourth, and 
Seventh Wards, and a Constable in each ward. The 
Republicans have renominated David T. Gillmor, 
who has served very acceptably as Mayor for the 
last two years. The Democrats have nominated 
for Mayor Nathan Barnert, a very wealthy German 
Hebrew, who served as Alderman for four years 
some time ago froni, the Sixth Ward. It is the firat 
time a Hebrew was ever nominated for a position 
of any prominenes iu Paterson, and Mr. Barnert 
was deeply gratified, as he told the Democratic 
Convention that nominated him, at this evidence 
of human progress in the last three centuries.

Leaders of the Irish movement in this City 
elaim to be entirely ignorant of the identity of the 
mes who have been arrested in England in con- 
nection with the dynamite movement.

J. Breslin, of the Jrish Nation, said that the ar- 
rested men had probably been living in England 
under assumed names. The man who was ar- 
rested in Birmingham, and at whose residence a 
guantity of nitro-giycerine had been seized, Mr. 
Breslin believed, had taken the name of White- 
bead, after the inventor of the fish torpedo of that 
name. He did not know him, nor did the deserip- 
tion giveg of him in the papers tally with that of 
any trishfian who took an actual part in Irish poli- 
tics with whom Mr. Breslin was acquainted. Nor 
did he know any of the other men who bad been 
arrested. Atthe office of the /rish World no one 
seemed to know anything about the arrested men. 
The paper had advocated a strong opposition to 
British tyranny. it was said, but no one knew any- 
thing about the arrested men,orthe dynamite 
that was seized by the British authorities.

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RAPID TRANSIT FOR BROOKLYN.

THE S8UBJEOT DISCUSSED BY PROMINENT 
CITIZENS LAST EVENING. 

About 50 well-known citizens of Brooklyn 
assembled Jast evening at the residence of William 
J. Coombs, No. 63 South Portland-evenue, to ais- 
cuss the question of rapid transit for their city. 
Among those present were Alexander FE. Orr, John 
B. Woodward, Gen. B. F. Christiansen, Ambrose 
Snow, Bernard Peters, A. H. Osborn, Senator 
Charles H. Russell, Horace E. Deming, W. Irwin 
Martin, United States District Attorney Tonney, 
W. H. Wallace, Eugene G. Blackford, Felix Camp- 


bell, David A. Boody, John A. Quintard, H. W. 
Cole, Col. Rehr, and Michael Snow. Sen- 
ator Russell was chosen Chairman, and 
Mr. Coembs opened the meeting by stating 
why he had called it. He made a long argument 
in favor of the building of a rapid transit road by 
the city. The main ideas of the project were, he 
said, that the road sheuld be built by the city itself 
aud not by any private corporation, and that the 
rights of the citizens should be protected. A. H. 
Osborn followed Mr. Coombs and approved of his 
ideas. He thought it would be profitable 
to the city to puild the roads, even if they 
cost twice as much as private persons would have 
to pay for them. Even if the city were robbed 
somewhat, it would find profit in the end. Mr. 
Cole suggested that there might be legal obstacles 
in the way of building the roads. Mr. Deming 
then said any legal obstacles could be easily re- 
moved as goon as it was seen that the city 
wanted them*moved. There were several plans 
for the roads. For years the question of extending 
Flatbush-avenue had been diecuesed. Now that 
.the bridge was on the verge of completion, the 
Long Island Railroad Company proposed to settle 
the question by buying a majority of the property 
on a line between their station and the bridge, 
having the rest condemned under tho general rail- 
road law,.and running a four-track road 
down to the bridge. This would make 
Brooklyn another dersey City. Still, rapid 
transit under that form would be better 
than none atall. Another projeet was to extend 
Fiatbush-avenue to the bridge, which would 
cost about $8,000,000, and lease the privileze of the 
middie of the street to surface and elevated roads. 
In this way the 4 per cent. interest on the neeces- 
sary bonds, $120,000 per year, could be insured. 


That idea, it seemed to the speaker, could be’ 


worked ont. Another plan was to havo the city 
build the road-bed and lease it on the condition 
that other companies than the lessee should be 
permitted to use It. 

Alexander IK. Orr then offered three propositions: 
First, that it was expedient and necessary tor the 
city of Brooklyn to have rapid transit; second, 
that the city of Brooklyn should build its own 
roads; third, that after being built they shon!la‘be 
run by the city. Jobn A. Quintard read a letter 
from ex-Goy. R. M. Bishop, of Ohio, show- 
ing how the city of Cincinnati had 
built the Cincinnati Seutherrn Railway, and 
how It had benefited the city. D. A. Boody thought 
the sentiment of the meeting had beon pretty well 
expressed, and it was time tb aet. Bernard Peters 
then expreseed himself as strongly opposed to the 
building of the road by the qity. He declared that 
the netion of having great enterprises carried on 
by the Government was Soelalistic and Communis- 
tic in its mature. He recommended a middle 
course. He thoughtit would be well to give the 
Long Island Railroad the franchise, but hedge it 
in with such laws as would insure the people their 
rights. He also feared that the buliding of the 
roads by the,city would lead to dreadful political 
corruption, such as was expected to arise in New- 
York out of the building of the proposed aquodact. 
The question was then oalled for on the first of 
Mr. Orr’s propositions. and it was adopted by a 
large majority. Mr. Deming then offered 
an amendment to the second proposition 
so as to make ét read, ‘Resolved, That 
Brooklyn should build her own system of 
roads uniess she fails to secure equal rights 
to herself and her citizens from private capital. 
The amendment was yoteéd down by a large ma- 
jority, and then the resolution was carried, with 
only 8 dissenting votes. Owing to the lateness of 
th hour, Mr. Orr withdrew his third proposition. 
It was ther resolved that the Chairman should ap- 
point a committee of five, to further the interests 
of the project and call such other meetings as 
might be necessary. The committee appointed 
consisted of W. J. Coombs, A. E. Orr, H. E. De- 
ming, D. A. Boddy, and Gen. G. F. Christiansen.

CRICKETERS IN SESSION.

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A STORY OF GREAT WRONG 


URS. RAMSDEN'’S CHARGES AGAINST 
HER BUSBAND. 

| A WOMAN’S TESTIMONY AS TO A MAN’S DIS- 

SIPATION OF HER FORTUNE, WICEED- 
NESS, AND ILL-TREATMENT. 

The cass of Edward Charles Ramsden, who 
Was arrested on Wednesday, under the act, which 
has only recently taken effect, by which a wife 
whe can prove abandonment by her husband can 
arraign him before a Police Justice and compel 
him to pay an allowance for her support to the 
Commissioners of Charities and Correction, was 
brought before Justice Herrman, in the Yorkville 
Police Court, yesterday afternoon. Ramsden was 
arrested at the instance of his wife, Charlotte 
Ramsden, whom he married in Germany, and the 
two have twice before appeared in the courts of 
this City. In April. 1882, Judge Barrett granted 
an order by which Ramsden was directed to pay 
his wife's counsel fees and te make her ah allow- 
anee of $20 per week. This order was subsequently 
reversed, on the ground that the complainant had 
been a resident of this country for less than a year. 
Mrs. Ramsden took the case to the Court of Ap- 


peals and was again defeated, this time the 
grounds being that ske should have applied to the 
courts for a separation before suing for a main- 
tenance. 

Jt her story, which appeared substantially ia Tan 
TIMES @ year ago. is true, Mrs. Ramsden {a one of 
the most grievousiy wronged of women. She 
swears that her husband dissipated her fortune of 
£60,000 and then deserted her. She also accuses 
him of gross immorality, and alleges cruel and in- 
human treatment of berself, and even hints at the 
murder of her children by him. His ap- 
pearance is not caleulated to vrepossess 
the average observer in his favor, and 
whenever his wife turved her scornful 
glance upon him, as her testimony detailed some 
particularly disgraeeful action on his part, he 
winced and turned away. He appears to be about 
50 years of age, and has a restless eye and an un- 
healthy complexion. Mre. Ramsden, who is about 
the same age, was neatly dressed in black. She 
‘speaks with a marked French accent, and has dif- 
ficulty in expressing herself and in understanding 
involved sentenees and phrases. Sho is suing her 
husband, who, she alleges, has an income of $25,- 
000 per year, for suppori, and swears that she has 
been obliged for some time past to live on the 
preg of her friends and upon the proceeds from 
the sale of hér wardrobe, which was once elegant 
and expensive. Mrs. Ramsden’s testimony is as 
romantie a story asis often rejated in a police court, 
the scene of action lying im the chief cities of three 
continents, and the movements of the principal 
actors involving travel of thousands of miles over 
Enrope, Asia, and America. 

According to her testimony, Mrs. Ramsden, who 
is a Jewess, was born in Verona and was the 
daughter of a prominent Itatian physician namod 
Altman. At the age of 16 years she married one 
Dr. Ditmar Flava, who was physician to Mohammed 
Ali, the then Khédive of Egypt, ana with him she 
lived in Alexandria. Her husband died af- 
ter four years of happy married life, 
and then her troubles begav. He left 
her with a fortune of £60,000, of which £35,000 was 
in cash and £25,000 in jewels, many ef which had 
been presented te her by the ladies of the Khédive’s 
harem, with whom she was a gteat favorite. Upon 
the death of her husband, which occurred about 
the time of the eonclusien of the Crimean war, the 
wealthy young widow went to Constartinople, 
where she met the man against whom she is now 
bringing legal proceedings. Ramsden had been 
with the army as atraderand had stopped in Con- 
stantinople on his return to England. He repre- 
sented himself to beason of Sir Edward Charles 
Ramsden and made violent love to Mrs. Flam. 
Her mother sent her to Paris to get her out of his 
way, but he followed her there. and the following 
Summer they met in Cologne by appointment and 
were married at the British Eenbasey. 

From Cologne Mr. and Mrs. Ramsden went to 
Wiesbaden, and tke wife soon learned that her 
husband did not possess a cent. They lived’ in 
Wiesbaden for o year, and, Mrs. Ramsden said, 
‘*he did as young men generally do there. He 
gambled and dissipated, and all at my ex- 

onse, for he had' no money of his own.” 

‘rom Wiesbaden they -went to Hamburg, 

and the same dissipations were repeated. 
Here. Mrs. Ramsden was taken very ill, 
and lay at the point of death for two menths, and 
during her sickness was removed by her husband 
from one hotel to another upon her mattress. 
Wher she became well enouch to look into her 
affairs again she found that her money, which she 
kept in a strong box, to which her husband had ac- 
cess, was almost gone. She subsequently learned 
that her husband had removed her from the hotel 
where she first became ill because nis dissipations 
with his sick wife's money had hecome a scandai 
there. After her illness they went to Paris, 
but soon returned to Hamburg, and she ac- 
cuses him of gross immorality while in that city. 
in broken English, she sald: “He was everything 
wrong that a,man could be—he was no man.” Be- 
cause of these practiees she was obliged to leave 
him, and she went to live with her mother and sister 
in Jerusalem. Here he wrote to her urging that she 
return to him, and bis letters, which were couched 
in the most endearing terms the German language 
is capable of, were identified and put in evidence. 
She finally agreed to forget the pest and joined 
him in Cologne, and together they went to Inter- 
lachen and then brought up in Hamburg again. 
Here she furnished a heuse where they went to 
live, but in less than a yearher husband became 
involved ‘in debt and ran away, leavirg 
her to settle with his creditors, The 
furniture she had purchased was sold by officers of 
the Jaw, and bills came in to her for champagne, 
oyster dinners, and cigars. She went to Frank- 
fort, and, “when he learned that his debts were 
paid,” said she, “he wrete me one most beantifal 
letter. He said he hada niee home in London for 
me. He promised never to gamble again, and was 
s0 sweet that I jet him come back to me.” He took 
her to London, where they went to live in Blooms- 
bury-square, and she furnished the house with her 
own means. Then he wished her to give him some 
money to start in business, and until his request 
waa granted treated her with so much kindness 
and deference that she thought he had perma- 
nently reformed. He professed to be overcome by 
remorse for the manner in which he bad treated 
her, and took down a Bible from the mantel and 
swore he would never gamb!e agaix. She was 
credulous enough to believe him, and gave him the 
amount he asked for. 

Soon afterward she was horrified by a familiarity 
which existed between her husband and two 
young men—Parker and Bolton. He brought them 
to her house one evening and attired them in her 
finest dresses, and took them out in a carriage. In 
the morning her clothes were sent back stained 
with champagne and brandy, and bearing marks 
of a wild carouse. Soon afterward her husband 
told her that his business speculations had failed, 
but he had a plan whereby, with her assistanco, 
he would be able to make a fortuneina few 
weeks. He showed her a number of eireulars 
whieh he hed printed, advertising that an Egyptian 
sorceress would restere youth to ladies no longer 

oung at the moderate rate of £5 per operation. 

ir. Ramsden's cheerful scheme was that his wife, 
who could talk Arabic, should darken her skin and 
personate the sorceress. He wassoangry at her 
refusal to further this scheme that he cut her with 
a carving-knife, and from the effects of his vio- 
lence she was sick several weeks. Duriag this 
time he informed her friends who came to see her 
that she had left the country, and kept her a pris- 
ener in her room until she recovered. After her 
recovery she visited the different German baths, 
and while she was gone her husband took most of 
the furniture outof the house. She was not at that 
time aware what became of the furniture. but sub- 
sequently learned that it went to the house of one 
Mary Walker, of which more anon. 
fiIn 1864 Mrs. Ramsden and her husband were to- 
gether again in Paris, and here she was again 
obliged to leave him, She went to Cracow, and in 
the Fall he sent for herto come tohim in Paris. 
The address be gave her was fictitious, and ascer- 
taining that he had gone to London she followed 
him to Engiand, arriving in October. On her way 
to‘London she came very near being confined in a 
railway carriage, and gave birth to twins at a way- 
side station. She followed him_ to several places 
on the Continent, and they finally came together 
again in London, when he was chermed with his 
children. But they had another disagreement, and 
having got her out of the house on a pretext he 
took her‘children. away and hid them, as she 
thought, in Paris. Mrs. Ramsden related, with 
many tears and sobs, her search for ‘‘her dear 
lamb ehildroen,’’ whom she finally found by the aid 
of the police in all the filth and squalor of a low 
baby farm, not in Paris, but under London Bridge. 
They both died very suddenly and mysteriously a 
year Jater, from cholera, it was said. Mrs. Ramsden 
looked directly at her husband, whose countenance 
assumed nsallower hue than usual as he turned 
away from her glance and said that possibly he 
could te}] something more than she knew about 
their death. 

From that time on their lives were a series of 
quarrels and wanderings over the Continent. He 
had an imtrigue with a char-woman named Mary 
Walker, which turned out a mistake on his part. 
He had achild by her which he registered as his 
wife's offspring. In 1872 he tripped his wife up in 
Forrest Hill funnel. in London, and jumped 
npon her body, infilcting injuries from which 
she has never recovered. Four years later he 
suceseded in getting her convicted of perjury. 
This conviction, she says, was only brought about 
from the fact that she was unableto understand 
English, one wus given no opportunity to makea 
defense. She was sentenced to five years’ impris- 
enment, and discharged after two years in the hos- 
pital. Her husband had meanwhile goneto Ameri- 
ca, leaving Mary Walker in England, He was safe 
then until he wrote to Mary that he had become 
converted, seen the error of his ways, and that 
their association must cease forever. Mary took 
this letter to Mrs, Ramsden. who came to America 
on the next steamer, and has since been endeavor- 
ing to obtain justice.

BIDS FOR LIGHTING PUBLIC LAMPS.

The 
Metropelitan Company anked $17 50 ~=for 
the streets between Thirty-fourth and Sev- 
enty-ninth streets, The same price .was 
asked by the Mutual Company for the streets be- 
tween Thirty fourth and Sixty-third streets and 
the parks between Grand and Thirty-fonrth 
streets.. The Harlem Company asked $1950 per 
lamp for the streets between Seventy-ninth-street 
and the Harlem Kiver, imcluding High Bridge. For 
the Twenty-third Ward the Central Company want- 
ed $29 and for the Twenty-fourth Ward $32 was 
asked by the Northern Company. For that part of 
the Twenty-fourth Ward formerly constituting the 
town of King’s Bridge, the Yonkers Company 
wished $20. The Brush Electric Muminating Com- 
pany asked 70 conts per lamp per night for 
lighting Union and Madison squares and 
the streets between Fourteenth and Fifty- 
ninth etreets and Fourth and Eighth avenues. 
The United States Illuminating Company asked 
the same price for lighting Battery Park, City Hall 
Park, Washington-square, Tompkins Park, Broad- 
way from the Battery to Twelfth-street. Fifth-ave- 
nue, from Washington-square to Thirteenth-street, 
South-street, from Whitehall to Catharine streets, 
and West-street, from the Battery to West Elev- 
enth-street.

Articles of great value were stored in the 
Morrell storage warehouse, which stood at Fourth- 
avenue and East Thirty-second-street, and a great 
many of them were destroyed with it by fire on the 
night of Oct. 10, 1881. A suit to recover $10,000, as 


the value.of some of these articles, is now on trial 
before Judge J. F. Daly, in the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas. ‘The plaintiff is Mrs. Theresa H, 
Hickey, and the defendant is John H. Morrell. 
Mrs. Hickey was the widow of Benjamin Faneull 
Hunt, who died 10 years ago, leaving her a number 
of oil-paintings, among them portraits of Peter 
Faneuil and other members of the historic Faneuil 
family, from the brushes of Sir Peter Lely, Sir 
Joshua Reynolds, and ether artists of the Jast cen- 
tury. In her eomplaint she says that, led thereto

His brother 
Phineas worked with him as aclerk for a time, and 
in 1855 was taken into partnership, the firm becom- 
ing B. & P. Lawrence. According to the reports al 
Bradstreet’s and Dun’s Commercial Agencies the 
business grew rapidly, and the mrm at one time 
was the largest importer, of stationery in the 
country, ite busineas being estimated to be worth 
$100,000. In 1875, however. this heavy busines: 
had faiien off, and on Dec 1 of that yea: 
B. & P. Lawrence suspended. making an assign 
ment to Henry G. Stetson. Their liabilities at this 
time were 000 and their assets $150.60, The7 
succeeded in- settling with their creditors for & 
cents on the dollar, which they paid in five instal- 
mehts at periods of six months each and con. 
tinued the business. The firm was dissolved in 
September, 1880, when Phineas retired, and on Feb.

& Sons. The members of the present firm are 
Charies C., Charles 4H. . and Waiter 
St. John Houghton, general partners, 
and George P. Sherman, special partner 
for $7,000 to Nov. 23, 1883. The business was ear- 
ried on by E. & C. W. Houghton till 1838. C. C. 
Hongkton came in aaa partnerin 1859. Mr. Dun- 
ning said last evening that he’ bought the firm's 
paper ontright, paying about $2,000 down and gir- 
ing notes for the balanee.

JOHN W. DORSEY'S EXCUSES 


HE PLEADS IGNORANCE IN EXTEN- 
UATION OF ORIME. 

WAKING RERDELL A SCAPEGOAT. FOR ALL 

THAT WAS WRONG IN HIS MAIL BUSINESS 


—CONFLICTING AFFIDAVITS. 

Wasmneton, April 6.—John W. Dorsey's 
examination was eontinued to-day. He said he 
pame to Washington in November, 1678. Stephen 
Dorsey was not in the city, so witness left instruc- 
tions for him to sellout his [witness's] interest in 
the mail business for $10,000. Witness returned to 
Bismarck and received letters from his brother, 
informing bim that Miner, acting under his 
power of attorney, had given sub-contracts 
to Vaile, eutting Peck and the witness 
entirely out of the business,.and rendering the 
recurity for money lent by S. W. Dorsey entirely 
worthless. But he added that he [John] need not 
feel badly about it, for he would see that he was 
taken care of, and would give himaranch, Jonn 
‘was also informed that Vaile haa offered $10,000 
for Peck’s and his interest,and was advised to 
accept the offer. Witness eventually sold his in- 
terest for $10,000 to Stephen Dorsey, went to Ver- 
mont, and siace July, 1879, had not had an interest 
in any of the routes. The affidavit on the Mineral 
Park-Pioche route was exhibited to the witness, 
and he declared that he had not written the signa- 


ture purporting to be his. In reference te Col. 
Lounsberry’s testimony about a conversation with 
witness, in which the latter acknowledged that he 
had done wrong in seeking to establish a Post 
Office on the Littie Missouri River, the witness 
eaid that the statement wae substantially true. 
MWe had told Lounsberry that that. was the only 
wrong he had done or known to be done in the 
eourse of the business, and Lounsberry. seid that 
he believed him. Lounsberry had refused to sign 
the petition for the Post Office, and the project 
bad failed. The witness denied broadly that he 
bed ever paid any money to any officer of the 
Government to secure increase or expedition of 
the routes. ‘ 

The witness was then eross-examined by Mr. 
Merrick. Before going into the mail business in 
1878 witness had kept an agricultural implement 

od hardware store in Vermont. His capital was be- 
ween $2,000 and $3,000. Did not know what Peck’s 
means were, except that he said he had the funds 
necessary to go into the mail business, They 
agreed to go in and bid jointly, and Peck sug- 
gested that Miher be also taken into the busi- 
ness, sO a8 to have some one in Washington. 
Peck said that he could get all the necessary bonds 
and certified checks in Arkansas. Peck was to 
furnish most ef the money. Witness put in his 
papital, which was only a drop in the bucket. Peek 
went to New-Mexico, and his health failing he was 
pot ablé to take an active part in the business 
thereafter. He did not eome back, but wrote to 
witness, directing him to send the bonds to 
Arkansas and they would be returned all right, 

Mr. Merrick wished to know why the witness 
had not dropped the business at once when Peck 
failed to carry out his part of the contract. He 
anewered that it was expected Peok woald re- 
cover; then witness had spent some money for 
printing, postage stamps, and other @xpenses, and 
did not wish to lose it. In December, 1878, witness 
forwarded a draft for $500 to S. W. Dorsey to pay 
these expenses. Did not send the money to 
Boone because he knew nothing of Boone’s con- 
nection With the business. 

Mr. Merrick wished to know why he had dragged 
bis brother—a Senator—into this business, instead 
of sending the money to his partner, Miner. The 
witness did not believe that be had dragged his 
brother into it: bad taken that aetion because he re- 

ed it as the best course. 

The witness having said that he nad $2,000 in 
his possession on Oct. 1, 1877, Mr. Merrick wished 
to know why he hed net paid his own expenses 
Instead of borrowing from his brother. He said 
that he needed and had spent the money in putting 
pervice upon the routes. Mr. Merrick remarked 
¥ his money ($2,700) had been well invested, as 
“It ap’ from his own statement that be had 
been paid $10,000 for it. The witness said that 
much of the money had been returned. Ostensibly 
his brother had advanced the money, butin reality 
the witness had. 

An extended investigation was made into the 
su t and the payments of money by witness to 
8. W. Dorsey, instead of to nis partners. The 

itness said there was nothing criminal about it; 
he bad a right to use his own discretion in placing 
bis money. 

The witwess was asked why he had written to his 
brother that he re ed the Tongue River route 
@s worth $100,000 for the eontract term. He an- 
swered with seeming frankness that the statement 
showed his ignorance of the business. 

Q.—It would have been profitable if it had not 
been for the Congressional investigation, would it 
not? A.—I don’t know anything about that. ' 

Affidavits upon the Pueblo-Rosita route were 
shown to the witness, who acknowledged that he 
knew nothing of the number of stuck required, and 
had ed upon Rerdell’s statementa, 

Q.—You swore to whatever he told yon? A.—I 
thought that he was telling the truth then. but I 
would discount it, if he told me anything to-day. 

Mr. Merriek—It would be reciprocal I guess; you 
zould not deal with each other’s bunks. 

The witness was pressed to account for two dif- 
ferent affidavits upon oneroute. He acknowledged 
ante J sworn to them: he supposed that it was 
straight, scuare work. Mr. Merrick then bluntly 
asked the witness which of the affidavits was a lie. 
The witness was not allowed to repeat Rerdell's 
Btatement to him in regard to that matter, but 
Managed to get in an explanation to the effect 
that one affidavit was intended to correct an error 
contained in the other. Of another pair of affi- 
davite, the witness said that the proportion was 
the same In either case; he had no pecuniary in- 
terest in the route. Mr. Merriek reminded him 
that he had testifled that his interest continued up 
}o April 1 or 5, 1879, and that the papers were dated 
March 11, 1879. If the last statement was true, he 
gaid, it would show that 8. W. Dorsey had as- 
sumed his interest while in the Senate. The wit- 
ness said that he had been acting under the con- 
ditional agreement that had not then been con- 
summated, 

The witness could uot identify his brother's 
hancwriting; had not received a Jetter from him 
since December, 1878. Nor did he know Peck’s 
signature; was no judge of handwriting. 

Speaking of the attempt to establish a side Post 
Office upon the Tongue River route, the witness 
eaid that Rerdeli made the attempt upon his own 
responsibility. Witness had refused to assist him, 
but finally consented to bm oe the petition to 
Postmaster Lounsberry, and he had always respeot- 
es that gentleman because he had refused to siga 

t. 


The prosecution read in evidence a letter from 
the witness to Rerdell dated Baltimore, Dec. 9, 
1882. Dorsey begins by referring to a conversation 
be had had with RerGell, and says that upen ma- 
ture consideration he has come to the conclusion 
tbat there was moro in his remark (that * he would 
like an immediate trial’) than at first appeared, 
and that there was something beneath the surface. 
He bezirs to suspect that Rerdell is not acting in 
good faith, and he warns him that if he ever hears 
of his doing anything ealeulated to injure the de- 
fendants in this trial, he [John Dorsey] will prose- 
tute him for another crime that he will not now 

* mention. He concludes with the assertion that he 
pan put his hand upon proofs of the acts, days, and 
Aates.

The cross-examination closed, and Mr. Ingersoll 
began the redirect examination with a request for 
en explanation of the letterto Rerdeli. The wit- 
ness sald that at the beginning of this trial a mo- 
tion for a continuance had been signed by ali of 
the defendante with the exception of Rerdel!. In 
the course of 2 conversation with Rerdel!, when 
walking up Pennsylvauia-avenue, Rerdell said that 
be supposed witness thought that be should have 
tigued the motion.

SHUTTING OUT ADULTERATED TEAS. 
REGULATIONS FOR EXAMINATION, EXPORTA- 
TION, OR DESTRUCTION. 

Wasuineron, April 6.—The Treasury De- 
partment has issued a ciroular to Customs officers 
promulgating the provisions of the act of Congrese 
“to prevent the importation of adulterated and 
spurious teas,” and establishing regulations for 
their enforcement. The circuigr prescribes the 
forms of bonds for the examination‘and storage of 
imported teas, ef permits for their release, and the 


form of bond and entry for the exportation of 
adulteraied and spurious teas. The regulations 
gre as follows: 


Thetinstructions contained in chapter 4of the regu- 
lations of 1574, relating w the examination of druge, 
medicines, and chemicals, will govern all proceeala;ys 
to be taken by Customs officers on the importation of 
merchandise of the character mentioned, eo far as 
gaid regulations are appiicable and not contrary to 
the requirements of the act. Warehouses for the 
evorage of tea under section 2 will be aesignated by 
the Collector, and the proprietor thereor will be re- 
quired to givea bond to the Collector, with two auffi- 
fient eureties and in # penalty satisfactory to the Col- 

ector, Teas not stored it such designated warehouses 
will be placed in publio store pending examination 
snc release on proper Lermit orexportation. The 
entry of such teas for Consumption will be in the 
Ssval form, ‘except thet the following words 
wili be added, viz,: “To bo stored at —— . 
pending examination under act of March 2, 

883. The permit to semd the gocds to the 
piace of storage will be nes | used in the case of goods 
peut to United States bonded warehouses, and the 
warehouse selectsd by the importer wil: be designated 
in the permit. The traaster of the teas to the place of 
storage will be made in the mauner prescribed by the 
fresistions Soverning the sending of merchandise to 

nited States bonded warehouse, except thet tho 
requisite receipts may be signed by the warehouse- 
pos instead of a Customs officer. The tea must be 

aden for export under the eM of a Custome 
py in the usual manner, and the bond may be can- 
either om the production of the evidance

quired of the landing of merchandise in a forelen 
country, or of the destruction of the merchandise in 
accordance with these uiations and the payment 
of all proper charges. henever such teas are 
to be destroyed under section ¢ of this act, 
they must be convey: to some suitable place, 
ana means, to be prescribed by the proper officer, 
used for their safe and effectual destruction, in the 
presence of an officer of the Customs detailed by the 
Collector tor the purpose. Before the goods de- 
stroyed,a parcicular description or statement of the 
same must be pre containing the name of the 
importer or owner, the date of importation, the name 
of the vessel. and the place from which imported, 
with the character and quantity of the articles and 
the invoice value. The fact of their destruction muss 
be certified on said statement by the officer detailed 
as aforesaid, which statement must be filed in the 
Custom-house. If aportion only of an importation 
comes within the prohibitiops of the act. such por- 
tion only need be exported or destroyed as above 
mentioned, and the residue may be released by per- 
mit. Tea creiving atan exterior portof entry and 
destined toone of the portato which merehandise 
can be shipped without appraisement. may be shipped 
to sueh port of destination under the usual regula: 
tions, and the examination required by the act will 
be made at such port of destination.

COLLINS, DE LONG, AND MELVILLE. 
FIREMAN BARTLETT TESTIFIES KEGARDING 
THS JEANNETTE SCANDAL. 


WasuHinGTon, April 6.—The Jeannette court 
of inquiry convened at 10:30 o'clock this morning. 
The Judge-Advocate announced that he had re- 
ceived a communication frem Dr. Collins, inclosing 
85 questions which he desired to have put to the 
witnesses. Fireman Bartlett was calle@, and tke 
questions were read to him. In reply, witness 
stated that Mr. Jerome Collins held the position of 
an officer on board the Jeannette. He was selected 
assueh, and was always treated with the same 
courtesy as the other officers. Witness never heard 
Capt. De Long speak an unkind word to Mr. Col- 


lins. So far as witness knew, Mr. Collins on the 
retreat was treated by the men and offieers with 
the same consideration as was shown to the other 
officers. Witness did not hear Mr. Collins say that 
he was prevented from saving his papers when the 
Jeannette was lost. Mr. Collins subsequently 
spoke to witness in regard to his (Collins’s] treat- 
ment, and what he proposed to do upon his return. 
He spoke about papers which be had on nis person 
at that time. and made a request of witness relative 
to them. Witnéss never received an order from 
Mr. Melville to bring Lieut. Danenhower back, 
“ dead or alive.” He knew of no trouble between 
Melville and Collins. Their relations, so far as he 
knew, were the same as those existing between the 
other officers. 

Witness was asked: “ Had you been in command 
of the party would you have waited 85 days?’ and 
replied: .“Ido not remember that we waited 35 
days before trying to discover the condition and 
whereabouts of the other parties. Taking into 
consideration the condition of the country and 
our condition, think it was about 20 days after 
we afrived before it was possible to make a move. 
I made a proposition to move which w2s discussed 
by the whole party, Manson and I agreeing to draw 
Leach upon a sled, as he was unable to walk, owing 
to frost-bites; but the conelusion arrived at by 
Mr. Melville and Mr. Danenhower was that 
it would be impracticable and irpossible. 
They believed 25 = eont. of the party would have 
to be taken to Bulun on sleds or dead. Witness 
did not believe a proper seareh for De Long’s party 
could have been made any sooner than it was 
made. Mr. Collins reguemed witness during the 
retreat to take eare of his papers in case he [Col- 
lins|} should die. Witness was present when Mr. 
Collins’s body wes found. The takine out from 
under the snow of his body was done under wit- 
ness’s direction, Witness, wit Ninderman 
searched the body, and all his {Collins's 
personal effects were placed in, a handkerehief 
and turned over to Mr, Melville that evening. 
The articles were one smal! note-book and afew 

ackages of crumpled written matter, which had 

m carried in his pocket, a mumber of beads. a 
few nails.some cartridges, a small purse. and two 
or three pocket hanakerchiefs. Witness was pres- 
ent when a cross wes found upon Mr. Collins's 


.meck. A remark was made or an inquiry whether 


it shonld be left upon the body or put with the 
other effects. Mr. Melville remarked that he did 
not know whetber it would be proper to oary it on 
him or net, but thought it was part of his religion 
todoso. That was all that wus said.

A resolution fixing upon the 21st of April 
as the date of the adjournment of the Legis- 
lature was introduced in the Assembly yes- 
terday. It is expected that this resolution 
will be sent to the Senate without change 
next week, but that the Senate will set the 
date of adjournment forward as late as 
Saturday, April 28. But these attempts to 
fix a day for a final adjournment generally 
end in deferring the date many times. The 
Legislature has done very little as yet to 
“justify its existencé beyond the usual routine 
business needed to keep the wheels of the 
State Government in motion. It would be 
premature, perbaps, to attempt to character- 
ize the doings:of the present session by any 
single epithet; but it will be conceded by all 
fair-minded men that the Legislature cannot 
adjourn too soon to save its reputation for 
fairness, industry, and freedom from parti- 
sanship. - 


‘ The failure to secure action upon the 
question of a bankruptcy law at the last ses- 
‘sion of- Congress makes it extremely proba- 
ble that the subject will be brought up again 
at the next, and longer, session. The 
effort in the same direction by the 
British. Government is therefore inter- 
esting. The bill which Mr. Caamper- 
‘,agn, for the Ministers, has introduced in 
the Commons is based upon the principle 
that the authorities should intervene in every 
case of bankruptcy to make sure that the 
debtor has acted honestly and that the 
rights of creditors, among themselves, 
‘are observed. While the general set- 
tlement of the bankrupt’s estate is 
left to the creditors, Government 
officials are required to minutely examine 
gach case in order to enforce the provisions 
of the law intended to secure good faith and 
to punish direct or indirect attempts at 
fraud. The principle is a sound one, since 
the maintenance of a high standard of com- 
mercial morality can only be secured through 
governmental action, and is a legitimate and 
\pecessary end for the Government to pursue. 


’ Senator Gzorce F. Epmunps, of Vermont, 
is receiving cordial praise from a number of 
Southern journalists, whose attention has 
been drawn to him during his Southern jour- 
ney. We have not noticed, however, that 
they have designated one peculiar element of 
Gistinction which he enjoys. He is the 
only man in the United States who is con- 
spicuously fit for the Presidency and does 
not desire it. 


There is something farcical in the pro- 
ceeding of the gas companies which annu- 
ally appear before the City authorities with 
their bids for lighting the streets. The 
theory of the Jaw under which these bids 
mie made .is that there will be a healthy 


| precisely $17 50 for lighting the City from 


competition among the gas-making com- 
‘panies. How far this competition really 
exists may be seen by the bids that were 
opened yesterday with great formality. For 
the lighting of all that portion of the City 
that lies south of Grand-street, the New- 
York Gas Company wants $17 50 per light 
for one year. Strangely enough, this is pre- 
cisely the sum demanded by the Manhattan 
Company for lighting the territory north 
of Grand-street to Thirty-fourth-street. 
Another coincidence is found in the bid of the 
Metropolitan Company, which also wants 


Thirty -fourth to Seventy-ninth street; and, by 
way of variety, the Mutual Company offers to 
light the City from Thirty-fourth to Sixty- 
third street for $17 50 per lamp. An in- 
vasion of this amicable arrangement 1s made 
by the Harlem Company, which asks $19 50 
per lamp. for illuminating the territory be- 
tween Seventy-ninth-street and the Harlem 
River, including High Bridge. If the gas 
companies had met and agreed to divide the 


City between them at $17 50 per lamp the | 


result would have been much the same. 


One of the beneficent advantages which 
the invention of the electric lamp was to 
confer upon our overtaxed fellow-citizens 
wasacheap system of lighting of streets 
and public places. The gas companies were 
to be thrown completely into the shade, as 
it were, by the inexpensive and low-priced 
brilliancy of the electric Jamps. In the so- 
called competition the Brush Electric Illu- 
minating Company ask 70 cents for each 
lamp per night for a certain territory; the 
United States Illuminating Company, curi- 
ously enough, will light another portion of 
the City for the same price, and the first 
named corporation will light the extreme 
northern portion of the City, where there is 
no competition, for $1 per lamp each night. 
The moral of all this is that the gas compa- 
nies do not compete with each other and 
the electric light does not compete with any- 
thing. 


It will surprise nobody to learn that inves- 
tigations of the machinery of the Irish oper- 
ators in dynamite and other explosives, in 
England, have disclosed the fact that these 
destructives have intimate financial connec- 
tions in the United States. It is shown that 
money has been received from this country 
by persons arrested while engaged in what 
appears to be an active preparation of ma- 
terials for destroying life and property. It 
is clear that the money of Irish-American 
‘patriots’ has been sent to England 
for purposes revolutionary, destructive, 
and wicked. Some of: the Irish-American 
agitators, notably Mr. O’Donovan Roasa, 
have been pleased, apparently, that they 
should be suspected of complicity in dyna- 
mite plots. Perhaps they have willingly 
encouraged this belief in order that they 
might justify to their gulled followers their 
reckless expenditures of money. It remains 
to be seen whether these suspected plotters 
will be equally willing to shoulder the re- 
sponsibility for the recently discovered plots 
against life and property. 


THE TARIFF AND FREE TRADE. 


It is becoming plainer every day that the 
Democratic Party is as distinctly divided in 
regard to the tariff as is the Republican 
Party. The proportions of the groups into 
which the respective parties separate vary, 
but the lines of division aré as strongly 
marked in one case as inthe other. The 
fact, however, which is of most importance 
in this connection, because it has the most 
direct and practical bearing upon the 
business interests of the country, is 
that there is prominent nowhere any 
considerable number of men of infiu- 
ence in either party who declare for 
a radical, sweeping, and sudden reduction, 
and still less for the abolition of duties on 
imports. There are numerous advocates of 
a tariff for revenue, or for revenue only; 
but, in the Democratic ranks, most of these 
favor the extensive reduction or the entire 
repeal of the internal revenuetaxes. Either 
of these measures would leave so large an 
amount of taxation to be collected from 
duties on imports that anything like an ap- 
proach to free trade would be impossible. 
Even if we were to retain the highest in- 
ternal revenue taxes which can be profitably 
collected from liquors and tobacco, there 
would still remain # requirement for a con- 
siderable revenue from the tariff which, 
however adjusted, could not but have a 
strong influence on home industries. 


Under these circumstances the discussion 
of the abstract principles of free trade and 
protection, though it may be interesting to 
political economists, is irrelevant as far as 
concerns the political action of the country. 
We have long held, and have repeatedly 
urged upon our readers, the view that reve- 
nue-legislation should be cautious, conserva- 
tive, and Spractically just to existing inter- 
ests. The greatest difficulty in securing at- 
tention for this view from those who 
have te deal with the question in Congress 
lies in the fact that certain powerful com- 
binations of favored manufacturers, who 
enjoy great and exceptional advantages un- 
der the present war tariff, assail everybody 
who proposes any reduction of these special 
advantages as a ‘‘free trader.”” The term 
itself is not one to be ashamed of. Men 
may honestly believe, and try to enforce the 
belief, that trade between this country and 
foreign countries could be gradually made 
as free as that between the various States, 
with benefit to all concerned. But as the 
immediate abolition of Customs duties 
would be disastrous and unfair and in- 
jurious to the general business of the coun- 
try, it suits those who are making money 
out of the present tariff to declare that such 
an indiscriminate, revolutionary change is 
sought by all who wish any change what- 
ever. That is what they mean by “free 
trade,”’ and that is what they attribute to all 
advocates of reform when they denounce 

them as ‘‘ free traders.’’ 


These gentlemen are not only unjust in 
their denunciations, but they are very un- 
wise. If they cling to their special favors ob- 
stinately and refuse to yield any concession, 
they will provoke the voters of the country, 
who hate favoritism, to break down the 
whole tariff system to get at the particular 
evils which no one denies do exist. It is 
imperatively necessary for the country that 
there should be a reasonable degree of 
stability im the reyonue legislation of the 
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country, but there can be no stable. adher- 
ence to the present tariff, because it 
contains too many abominable inequal- 
ities; springing from the circumstances 
under which it was enacted and the changes 
which have since taken place in the trade of 
the country. The American people will not 
steadily sustain the high duties on steel and 
iron and their many various products, on 
.wool, on copper, on tools and machinery, 
and on other articles which are either raw 
material or are necessary for daily use of 
common people. They do not wish these 
duties swept out of existence at one stroke, 
but they can be driven even to that bya 
stubborn and foolish resistance to moderate 
and gradual reduction. 


As nearly as we can judge of popular sen- 
timent by careful study of its manifestation, 
its demands are in substance as follows: the 
gradual diminution of duties on raw mate- 
rial and instruments of trade; ot those 
duties which weigh most heavily on the cost 
of living, and so on labor and production, 
and the prudent but steady remission of the 
duties which were levied for war purposes 
to compensate for internal taxes imposed 
during the war and since repealed. This is 
certainly a moderate and conservative re- 
quirement. The sentiment in its favor is 
very strong, and will undoubtedly persist in 
asserting itself. It is not: dangerous or sub- 
versive and has no tendency to what the 
extreme protectionists delight to call free 
trade. Itcan only be made dangerous by 
unreasonable and selfish opposition by those 
who have secured substantial monopoly 
under the war tariff. 


THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


In the remarkable defense of the Board of 
Aldermen of the City of New-York with 
which Col. Murray favored the Assembly 
at Albany on Thursday evening, the doughty 
champion of the ‘legislative branch’’ of 
the Municipal Government was compelled 
to devote his attention exclusively to ancient 
history. His sole reference to the character 
of the existing board is to be found 
in the bold assertion that its members are 
the peers of those who in times past selected 
the Mayors of the City. This disparage- 
ment of the memory of the worthy men who 
really administered the affairs of the muni- 
cipality at a time when such citizens as 
PereR Cooper and E. D. Morgan deemed 
it an honor and a duty to devote some part 
of their time to the service of the City is an 
insult to the Fathers. In those days New- 
York was an American city, and the rule of 
rings and bosses was unknown. Col. Mon: 
PHY showed how the dignity and power of 
City Council has dwindled in the last half 
century. Once it possessed executive as 
well as legislative powers, and performed 
through its committees the work now 
assigned to the administrative departments. 
When the first of those departments were 
established they were still subject to the 
direction of the Board of Aldermen. But 
gradually its funetions have been taken 
away or narrowed until its chief power over 
the local Government consists in its right to 
confirm appointments, and it is proposed to 
take that away. 


Col. Murpnuy-weeps over the degradation 
of the ‘‘City Fathers” and protests against 
this last effort to humiliate them. His woe- 
ful record of the gradual encroachment of 
the Executive upon the “‘ legislative’ branch 
of the City Government is intended to con- 
vey the impression that a great wrong has 
been done, but the intelligent citizen sees in 
that record a constant struggle of the people 
against the misgovernment which has had 
its source in the degeneration of the charac- 
ter of the men who sit in the City Council. 
Every effort to deprive that body of 
power has been due to the evils and 
abuses which sprang from its action. 
Nobody would object to giving the Board 
of Aldermen a large share in directing the 
administration of municipal affairs if some 
way could be devised for restoring its lost 
character and securing intelligence, honesty, 
and public spirit in its membership. Good 
local government is the sole object for which 
the people are striving through these endless 
efforts at charter revision. 


Almost every conceivable experiment has 
been made iu the manner of constituting the 
City Council. It has consisted of Aldermen 
and Common Councilmen, of Aldermen and 
Assistant Aldermen, and of Aldermen alone. 
The number has been changed several times. 
They have been chosen from the City at 
large, they have been chosen by districts, 
and they have been chosen partly by dis- 
tricts and partly from the City at large, and 
an effort has been made to improve their 
character by the system of minority repre- 
sentation. They have lost their power only 
by losing the confidence of the people. The 
process of degradation has, indeed, hardly 
kept pace with the process of degeneration. 
To-day the Board of Aldermen is deservedly 
a by-word and a hissing. It is largely made 
up of saloon-keepers and the worst class of 
pothouse politicians. It does not represent 
the interests of the people or of the City, 
but obeys the behests of the power which 
really selects its members in the cabals of 
the political bosses. 


The Board of Aldermen has been de- 
prived of the functions which once belonged 
to it only as it has been found by experience 
that it fails to exercise them for the public 
good. It is now proposed to take away the 
power of confirming the Mayor’s appoint- 
ments for the simple reason that it has be- 
come impossible to secure good ap- 
pointments so long as that power 
is retained. Each of the twenty-four 
members of the board is _ chesen 
from a_ district in which he lives. 
Most of them are subservient to a set of pol- 
iticlans intent on securing their share of 
public patronage. Neither the mfembers in- 
dividually, nor the board as a whole, feel 
responsibility to the people. The Mayor, 
who might be held responsible for his action 
if untrammeled, is constrained to parcel out 
the positions at his command among the 
leaders of factions because they control the 
Board of Aldermen, without whose consent 
those positions cannot be filied. Responsi- 
bility is destroyed and the selection of City 
officers for character and fitness is rendered 
impossible. The people of this City have 
but one object in demanding a revision of 
the charter, and that is good government. 
The power of the Board of Aldermen to 
confirm appointments is one of the greatest 
obstacles in the way of securing that result, 


re are 


}-and for that reason only there is a demand 


that it shall be taken away. 


THE MONEY IN THE TREASURY. 


Uncle Sam has lost the faithful steward 
who for several years has held his strong 
box and been responsible for the safety of 
its contents. It has been this:steward’s duty 
to take into his keeping from day to day all 
the revenues of the old gentleman's great 
estate, and to furnish out of his box the 
money with which to pay current expenses. 
He has taken up some of his employer's out- 
standing notes from year to year, so far as the 
condition of his funds would allow, and has 
paid interest upon the remainder. From 
time to time he has made reports setting 
forth the work done, the amounts of 
money received and paid, and the amount 
remaining in the box. Now he has 
decided to engage in other business, 
and his employer has taken the keys 
and is counting the money stored away, to 
see if the steward’s statements have been 
correct; not because he suspects that the 
steward has been dishonest or incompetent, 
but because a proper regard for business 
«principles requires such an examination for 
the protection and satisfaction of the em- 
ployer, the outgoing steward, and the man 
who is hereafter to hold the box. Sixty 
nimble-fingered persons began to count the 
money last Saturday night, and at fie last 
report they had found, so far as they had 
gone, all the money which ought to be there, 
and four cents more. 


The Government’s. strong box holds a 
great deal of money, and such a count as is 
now going on reveals its capacity and the 
value of its contents. Money has been roll- 
ing into it at the rate of about $1,300,000 in 
each working day, or almost $1,000 a minute, 
and nine-tenths of it have come from Cus- 
toms duties and internal revenue taxes. The 


enormous sum of $403,000,000 came into the 


box last year, and $258,000,000 went out of 
it. The remainder of the amount received 
was spent. in paying a part of the Govern- 
ment’s debt. But these figures do not show 
how great isthe task of the counters. The 
Treasury also holds a great sum in cash, 
which has either accumulated in the course 
of business or is packed away as a guaran- 
tee and foundation for the greenback 
notes now in circulation all over the 
land. It holds, either in Washington 
or in the Sub-Treasuries established in 
large cities, neariy 4,000 tons of silver dol- 
Jars and small silver coins. When the work 
of counting began the value of the gold and 
silver, coin and bullion, in the Treasury was 


* $320,550,465, and notes and other deposits 


raised the assets to $412,774,511. There 
were also in the Treasurer’s custody United 
States bonds amounting to $374,000,000 as 
security for the circulating notes of national 
banks and for the public money deposited in 
national banks. Millions of dollars in na- 
tional bank notes, sent in to be redeemed; 
hundreds of packages of worn or mutilated 
notes; from $200,000,000 to $300,000,000 
worth, it is said, of brand-new crisp notes, 
just made, and ready for distribution 
among the national banks, and more 
millions in trust funds for Indians and 
others, were there, awaiting examination. 
Part of the coin and bonds and notes in the 
Treasury is distributed in the nine Sub- 
Treasuries at San Francisco, Chicago, and 
elsewhere, for convenience, and it is an- 
nounced that these deposits will not be 
counted. The official reports do not show 
how much is stored in Sub-Treasury vaults, 
so that the exact amount to be counted in 
Washington cannot be stated. If ail this 
precious metal and precious paper were in 
the Waskington vaults the counters would 
be confronted by about $1,000,000,000 in 
money. 


There is plenty of work for weary fingers 
in counting a billion, or even half a billion, 
of dollars. If it were allin dollar bills, one 
good counter would require many years in 
which to complete the work. But while 
millions of the Treasury’s money are in 
silver dollars or even smaller coin, the gold 
is in pieces of greater value, and many of 
the bonds are for $1,000 each. The work 
may seem to advance slowly, while the 
counters are handling a ton of ten-cent 
coins or smoothing out and deciphering 
the dirty and ragged notes which have 
absorbed the slops of a hundred bar- 
room tables, but in a few days or 
afew weeks the great heap of gold and sil- 
ver and printed paper will melt away under 
the skillful hands of expert clerks. Uncle 
Sam will have taken his account of stock on 
hand, and the packages will be laid once 
more in the box. There is satisfaction in 
the thought that this count is a formal matter, 
and not an examination required to prove or 
disprove any allegation of fraud. The people 
have learned to trust the management of the 
Treasury, and the announcement that four 
cents more than were looked for have been 
found in it may please but will not surprise 
them. 


PREACHING AT BUILER. 


The Massachusetts annual fast day was 
originally a day of literal ‘‘ fasting, humili- 
ation, and prayer.’’ It has become in course 
of years a day of feasting, base-ball, and 
play. Religious services are still held in 
every town, but the fast day sermon has be- 
come a lecture or a political harangue. 
Even those ministers who preach the Gospel 
on Sunday consider themselves licensed to 
lecture on other topics on fast day. . The 
original Puritan founders of New-England, 
who not only fasted themselves from sunrise 
to sunset, but who compelled their domestic 
animals to fast, would be unable to distin- 
guish between a modern fast day and a 
thanksgiving day, could they temporarily 
return to a New-England State. 

In his fast Gay proclamation, Gov. Burt- 
LER, with his characteristic piety, exhorted 
the ministers of the various churches and 
sects throughout the State to preach the 
Gospel on fast day rather than to deliver 
political speeches. It is evident that 
the Massachusetts ministers are either 
totally devoid of any sense of humor or 
that they regard the Gospel as something 
entirely unfit to be preached on fast day. 
They became extremely indignant at Gov. 
Bouter, and many of them not only disree 
garded the Governor’s recommendation, but 
denounced him from the fast day pulpit in a 
way that was suggestive of anything buta 
humble state of mind on their part. In- 
deed, they seem to have devoted the re- 
ligious exercises of fast day to an attempt 
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to *‘ get square’’—speaking after the manner 
of the worldly—with the Governor, and 
they succeeded in accomplishing the almost 
incredible feat of forcing a comparison be- 
tween their own piety and that of the Gov- 
ernor which is rather to the credit of the 
latter. 

A minister who is anxious to abuse an op- 
ponent has two resources. He may either 
preach at him or pray athim. ‘The latter 
methdd has been used with great success by 
Mr. Tatmace, who utterly discomfits 
wicked journalists who criticise him by 
publicly praying at them. A Pittsfield 
minister adopted this course toward Gov. 
Botier. He informed the Lord at much 
length and with great plainness of speech 
that Gov. Buruer is a wicked man, who 
“cares for none of those things which he 
enjoins upon others,” that he “is a pro- 
tector of thieves,’’ and a man who “dis- 
regards his sacred oath of office,”’ and who 
“cares not for the great cause of temper- 
ance.’’ There was a certain element of false 
pretense in this prayer. Did the minister 
really think that the Lord was ignorant of 
Gov. Burier’s character, and needed to be 
enlightened as to it? If not, why did he 
give Him this entirely unnecessary informa- 
tion? Obviously, the prayer was designed 
not to enlighten the Almighty but to exas- 
perate Gov. BuTiER and to relieve the mind 
of the minister. It may, be a gross outrage 
to require a minister to preach the Gospel 
on fast day, but was it quite manly for the 
Pittsfield minister to make a prayer for the 
express purpose of saying unpleasant things 
about the Governor? 

The number of sermons that were preached 
against the wicked Governor is not known, 
but it is evident that a large number of the 
Massachusetts ministers ‘ got square’’ with 
him in their sermons. The Rev. James Fren- 
MAN, CLARKE said that the Governor was a 
bramble chosen by the trees in a foolish 
moment to reign overthem. It is not strict- 
ly libelous to calla man a bramble, but in 
this case it seems to have been a relief to 
Mr. James FREEMAN CLARKE’s mind. 
When, however, he intimated that Gen. 
Bouter seeks office to ‘ use it only for 
private ends and selfish purposes;’’ 
that he is ‘‘a wicked ruler,” and 
that while he rules ‘the people will be 
sure to suffer,” he laid himself open to the 
charge of insulting his congregation. 
Mr. James Freeman CuarKe certainly 
ought to assume that the members of his 
congregation know something, and it 
is strange that they did not resent the 
implication that they needed to have self- 
evident facts as to Gov. BuTLEer’s character 
solemnly set before them. Does Mr. James 
FREEMAN CLARKE inform his people from the 
pulpit that two and two make four, or re- 
peat to them the axioms of geometry ? 

The Rev. C. A. Barto appears to have 
preached Butier and him pilloried on fast 
day, and to have preached nothing else. 
He represented the Governor, in a general 
way, as the embodiment of all evil. . Mr. 
Barto. is probably a philosopher, for there 
1s a certain profound obscurity in his denun- 
ciations of the Governor which will per- 
haps amuse that eminently plain-spoken 
person. Mr. Barror said that Gov. BuTLer 
was a man who spoke ‘‘ on purpose to send 
vibrations to the Rocky Mountains.”’ The 
human mind naturally shudders at the 
thought of sucha crime, but would it not 
shudder more successfully if the. exact 
nature of the crime of sending vibrations to 
the Rocky Mountains were to be explained ? 
Mr. BarTov also said that Gov. BuTLer “‘ be- 
trays in his expression or course our sires’ 
consecration of themselves, in a sincerity as 
supreme as the sun ever saw, to that ser 
vice of Gop which they identified with the 
idea of equal rights and chances for all man- 
kind.”” Good heavens! If Gov. BuTLter 
has really done this, what punishment 
would be severe enough for him? He has 
heretofore been accused of many offenses, 
but no one has ever before accused him of 
having betrayed the consecration of Mr. 
BartTou’s sires. For such a crime there 
can be no pardon either in this world or the 
next. 2 ; : 
Perhaps in the course of a year it may oc- 
cur to the- Massachusetts ministers that the 
best way to oppose the dangerous dema- 
gogue now in the Governor’s chair is not to 
abuse him in prayers or sermons for the of- 
fense of reminding them that they are min- 
isters of the Gospel. If fast day is anything 
but a farce it should be kept as a day of 
‘* fasting, humiliation, and prayer,’’ and the 
transformation of it into a day for the abuse 
of ButueR will lead many people to believe 
that the Governor has a better sense of what 
is decent and becoming than have the-Massa- 
chusetts ministers. 


Mr. R. M. Dacezrt, United States Min- 
ister to the Hawaiian Kingdom, makes sbort 
work of one of Representative BeLmMont’s 
charges concerning the illegal importation 
of sugar under the Hawaiian Reciprocity 
Treaty. lt was alleged, with great positive- 
ness, that sugars from Manila were brought 
into Honolulu and thence shipped to the 
United States as the product of the 
Sandwich Islands, under the treaty, pay- 
ing no duty. Mr. Daaeertr reports 
to the State Department that he - is 
satisfied, after thorough investigation, 
that the statements are entirely without foun- 
dation. The improbability of these reports 
was evident to any person familiar with the 
business of the Sandwich Islands. Every 
man, woman, and child in the islands is in- 
terested, directly or indirectly, in the sugar- 
producing industry. The commerce of the 
islands is small. To suppose that cargoes 
could be landed in Honolulu and trans- 
shipped to American ports under false pre- 
tenses would imply that a little army of of- 
ficials must be bribed, and that an alert and 
gossipy population must be asleep.

Djek, the elephant 
who killed several keepers and was finally killed 
herself in retribution, created something of a sen- 
sation. Nobody was willing at first to believe the 
statement of Jack, the elephant-keeper, that “the 
Juill-grown elephant is the cunningest and the most 
treacherous and bloodthirsty beast that ever 
played the buteher among mankind,” and no one 
would accept his adage: “Spare the pitchfork; 
spoil the elephant.” There seemed something par 
ticularly oufré, in view of the accepted idea of the 
nature of the beast, in the estimate of its natural 
tendencies, by Bernard, the Freneh keeper, who 
promptly left the show after Djek had made an at- 
tempt on his life.

“DON GIOVANNI” AT THE ACADEMY. 


There was a large audience last nicht at the 
Academy of Music, attracted principally to hear 
Mme. Patti ia the rdle of Zerlina, for in several es- 
sential particulars the cast ef the other characters 
did not justify any great expectations. In Mme. 
Patti, however, the audience found an ideal Zer- 
lina, and was accordingly more than satisfied with 


| the performance. Reviewing the history of the 


opera in New-York, and bearing in mind the many 
charming artists who have eaptivated their 
hearers in this rdle, it seems only just. to 
say that Mme. Patti’s personation has never 
been equaled within the recelleetion of the 
opera-goers of to-day. Her acting was sprightly, 
natural, and winning, and her singing a model of 
artistic beauty. In this latter respect she deserves 
all the more praise, tor the music does not lie in 
range of a soprano-voice; and yet Mme. Patti 
sang it with absolute ease, showing, as she has 
not had full opportunity te do before, the thor- 
oughness of her study and practice and the even 
strength and quality of her tone, which enabled 
her to display full rich notes that would bave 
done credit to any contralto and to run from 
these te the upper limits of the music of her 
Dart with equal volume and purity of intonation. 
She sang, moreover, with perfect honesty and sim- 
plieity, relying on her matchless skill to give the 
music witheut interpolations by way of producing 
an effect not in keeping with the character, and 
showed admirable taste in everything she did. 
That she received overwhelming applause goes 
without saying, and being in geod spirits she gra- 
clously yielded tothe repeated ealls made upon 
her and sang “ Batti, batti’ and “‘Vedarai careno” 
each a second time, besides carrying through 
other scenes in which she stood out iz marked 
contrast with her assistants. Mme. Furseh-Madi 
was an excellent Donna Anna and gave her grand * 
aria at the close of the first act in superb style. It 
is an exacting piece of work, requiring a dramatic 
soprano to give it effectively, and Mme. Fursch- 
Madi by her singing added materially to her pro- 
fessional reputation in this City. The masked trio 
in which shé, Mile. Dotti, and Signor Frapoili took 
Dart was so well sung as to eall for an encore, and 
was given successfully a second time. The Lepo- 
reilo of Signor Corsini was a very good 
buffo performance, the limitations of his 
vocal ability, however, not permitting him to 
do full justice to the music. The Don Giovanni 
of Signor Ciampi-Cellaj was a conventional 
character, who failed to be interesting, and whose 
fatal inability to control a not very pleasant voiee 
played sad havoe with portions of the opera. For 
the first time, probably, in the recollection of any 
one present, the duo “ Laci darem” was reecived 
with bat the faintest applause, notwithstanding 
the fact that Mme. Patti exerted herself to the 
utmost and sang her part beautifully and that 
the audience was uncommoniy disposed to ap 
plaud. One could not but regret that the rile 
of the Don had not been intrusted to a more grace- 
ful and animated actor and a singer who could do 
justice to the music of the part. In other respects 
the opera received very good treatment, the 
chorus and orchestra being under the thoroug» 
control of Sigaor Arditi. The programme stated 
that it would not be performed a second time. For 
the matinée this afternoon Flotow's “* Marta” 
will be produced with the artists in the cast who 
gave the opera so charmingly on Thursday even- 
ingin Brooklyn, viz: Mme. Albani, Mme. Scalehi 
Signor Ravelll, and M. Durat.

A BULLY TWiCH THRASHED.

“RED” GREGORY BREATHING MURDER BUT 
GETTING A SOUND BEATING. 

Elisha B. Gregory, knowmas ** Lish” Gregory 
and “Red” Gregory, a notorious bully, handy 
with a pistol or a knife, and the recognized propri- 
etor of the Narragansett House, at John and 
Dutch streets, was soundly thrashed on Thursday 
evening at No. 34 West Thirtieth-street by Henry 
S. Trnax, the Beaverwyck Club oarsman, who ac- 


quired the business of the late “Harry” Clifton. 
and who recently purchased Interlaken, Frank 
Leslie's villa, near Saratoga, to fit up asa rival to 
“Moon's.” Gregory kept the vile resort, the 
“ Canterbury,”’ on the east side of Broadway, be- 
tween Houston and Bleecker streets, until it was 
* raided" by Capt. Mount, and while there sbot an 
inoffensive boy in Crosby-street. Heshota man at 
the Grand Central Hotel, and is credited with hav- 
ing shot a man at Providence, R. L, and with 
stabbing a man in tkis City. Until reeently he 
kept a hotel in West Twenty-eighth-street, but he 
chose te take umbrage at some wholesome regula- 
tions Capt. Williams insisted on, and went around 
threatening this officer, but keeping out of his way, 
The Twenty-ninth Precinct was made unpleasant 
for him'and he hired the Narragansett House. A 
few months ago he chose to pick a quarrel with 
Truax and threatened’ to shoot him, t he was 
laughedat. Thursday night he went into Truax's 
place and told hima gentieman in a cab outside 
wished to speak to bim.

NOTES FROM THE POLICE RECORD. 


DEPUTY MARSHALS CHARGED—MRS. CARLE- 
TON’S MURDER—A NEGRO HANGED. 

WasuINGTON, April 6.—A telegram was re- 
ceived at the Department of Justice to-day stating 
that J. W. Robinson, one of the deputies of Mar- 
shal Longstreet, of the Northern District of Geor- 
gia, has been indicted for presenting traudulent 
accounts and placed under $2,000 bonds. The tele- 
gram also states that Deputy Marehal A. J. Craw- 
ford, who was indicted for a similar offense, and 
who escaped from the custody of a Deputy Marshal 
on the night of the 3d inst., has not yet been cap- 
tured. F 

The jury in the case of Frank Minor, on trial for 
the murder of his wife, after being out an hour, 


came into court to-night with a verdict of guilty. 
Minor cut his wife’s throat in a very brutal man- 
ner last November, in presence of his mother, who 
vainly sought to restrain him. Jealousy was the 
cause, and the defense set up was insanity, coun- 
sel fer the prisoner maintaining that the murderer 
was subject to occasional fits of insanity in conse- 
quence of having at ene time been severely injured 
in the head. A notice of a motion for a new trial 
was given by the prisoner's counsel. 


Boston, April 6.—Conliff, the colored man 
ehargea with the murder of Mrs, Carleton, was 
arraigned this afternoon. He was arrested upon 
testimony given by Jobn Clark,a mulatto, with 
whom Conliff boarded. Clark stated that Carle- 
ton some time previous tothe murder promised 
him (Conliff) $250 to chloroform and smother some 
person whose name was not stated, by which 
Carleton would be enabled to get possession of 
some money. On the night of the emarder Con- 
liff came to Clark and said he had got his 
money. and in a subsequent conversation he ac- 
knowledged having committed the deed and de- 
ecribed bis trip to Watertown. Carleton, he said, 
hired a team and drove out and met Conliff. Going 
to the house about dark, Conliff tied the end of a 
ball of a ball of twine to kis wrist and went to the 
door, Carleton remaining on the opposite side with 
the other end of the string to signal him if any one 
approacked. The murder was accomplished, and 
they returned to Boston. It is not known if this 
testimony can be relied upen, as the parties have 
bad reputations. 


Sr. Louis, April 6.—A special to the Post- 
Dispatch from Charleston, Mo., says: * Howard 
Underwood was hanged here to-day for the murder 
of Belle Lucas, a colored woman, more than a year 
ago. Religious services were held inthe jail. At 
12:45 o'clock P. M. the culprit was led to the scaf- 
fold, accompanied by a minister. The prisoner 
then addressed the crowd, which numbered nearly 
6,000, saying that he was prepared to die. At 1 
o'clock the trap was sprung and in seven minutes 
the prisoner was pronounced dead and his body was 
eut down. The murder was committed by shooting 
the woman and then beating her head to pieces. 


LittLe Rock, Ark., April 6.—On Thursday 
Phillp Reisenhover, aged 16 years, who carried the 
muil on horsebaek between Hope and Lewisville, 
in South-west Arkansas, was detected robbing the 
mail-bag of three registered letiers containing 
$10. In the Federal court here to-day he pleaded 
guilty, and on account of his youth was seutenced 
to the Detroit Prison for one year aud a day, the 
lightest penalty that could be imposed.

SU1LCIDE IN A NEW-ORLEANS HOTEL 


A YOUNG MAN WHO REGISTERED FROM NEW- 
YORK FOUND DEAD. 

New-Or.eEans, April 6.—At 7 o'clock Thurs- 
day evening a young man, apparently about 25 
years of age, went to tne St. Charles Hotel and en- 
gaged a room for the night, and paid for his 
breakfast in the morning. The clerk assigned bim 
to a room, and after registering his nameas N. 
R. Norcross, of New-York City, he retired. The 
chamber-maid rapped at the door of the 
room several times, but found the door locked and 
received no response. To-day the fact was re- 
ported, and the porter entered through a transom 
and found the young man dead. ‘ihe Coroner was 
called and held an inquest. Four bottles of mor- 
phine, bearing Philadelphia labels, were found. 
Two of them were intact, but two of them 
had been emptied, and beside them on the 
bureau stood a tumbler, in which ths contents 
of the two empty vials bad been dissolved and 
from which Noreross had evidently drank the fatal 
draught. A note which explained all in a few 
words was found on the bureau. It said that once 
the suicide was in affinent circumstances, but now 
he was bankrupt. The Coroner searched his 
pockets for valuables and documents, but found 
only 16 three-cent stamps, 7 cents in 
coin, and a_ pocket knife. A_ verdict 
of death by poison administered by himself was 
rendered, and the body was then made ready for 
burial. No one appeared to know the dead man, 
and although many persons called to see him noue 
recognized him. The body was placed in a coffin 
and transported to the work-house, whence it will 
be interred at the expense of the city.

FINAL ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE 
FONERAL TO-DAY. , 
¢RE BODY TO LIE IN STATE IN ALL SOULS’ 
CHURCH FOR SIX HOURS—DELEGATIONS 
FROM PUBLIC BODIES PO BE PRESENT. 
The arrangements for the funeral of the 
fate Peter Cooper were finally completed yester- 
fay. In response to the pubiie wish to take a last 
look at the venerable philanthropist it has been de- 
cided to convey the bedy to All Souls’ Church, at 
Fourth-avenue and Twentieth-street, at 9 o’clook 
this morning, ana let it lie there in state until 3 
o’elook when the funera! services will begin. This 
arrangement, as will be seen by the letter of Mr.

DECIDED IN FAVOR OF THE CITY. 


AN IMPORTANT DECISION WHICH BRINGS 
$1,000.000 TO THE CITY TREASURY. 

Two decisions of great importance to the 
City and to the public were recently rendered by 
the Court of Appeals in the case of the Twenty- 
third-Street Railroad Company against the Com- 
missioners of Taxes and Assessments and the West- 
chester Fire Insurance Company against the Trus- 
tees of New-Rochelle. These decisions bring toa 
termination favorable to the City Treasury a con- 
test which has been going on in the courts for the 
past two years between the City and certain cor- 


porations doing business here. The origin of the 
controversy was as follows: In 1880 the Legislature 
passed a law requiring nearly all corporations, ex- 
cept banks and trust companies, to pay a small tax 
directly tothe State Controller, and providing in 
terms that they should be exempt from all other 
taxation upon their capital stock. Immediately 
after the passage of this law it was claimea that 
this statute exempted the corporations in question 
from all taxation by the local authorities, whether 
for State or local purposes, and it was claimed on 
the other hand that the City had the right to col- 
lect the usual taxes from such corporations, both 
for State and loca! purposes, for the year 1880, al- 
though it couid not after that year collect taxes 
for State purposes. Thereupon about 80 corpora- 
tions instituted proceedings in the courts to test 
the question. One of these cases was heard and 
the City was successful, and the case was not ap- 
pealed. Some of the corporations paid their taxes 
under protest and others did not. Inthe mean- 
time the Westchester Fire Insurance Company 
case was decided in the Second District. in which 
it was held that the corporations, under the statute 
in question, were liable to be taxed for local thoug# 
not for State purposes. 

In 1881, the Legislature passed a law confirming 
the taxes imposed upon corporations in the City 
for the year 1880, but the constitutionality of that 
statute was disputed. The Legislature also passed 
another law amending the act of 1880 so as to 
make it entirely clear that the capital stock of cor- 

orations could be taxed for loca!, though not for 
Brate purposes. Subsequently, the decision in the 
Westchester Fire Insurance Company case was 
affirmed by tbe General Term of the Second De- 
partment, and was then taken to the Court of Ap- 
peals. In 1881, a Jarge number of corporations 
commenced legal proceedings, claiming that they 
couid not, even for that yeur, be assessed or 
taxed, for State or local purposes in the City. 
When the Westehester case was reached in the 
Court of Appeals, Corporation Counsel Andrews 
was retained for the defendants in that case, and 
the Twenty-third-Street Railroad case, which in- 
volved the validity of the taxation of that com- 
pany for the year 1880, having been also carried to 
the Court of Appeals, the two cases were argued 
together. The amountinvolved to the City was 
over a million of dollars, and the decisions fully sus- 
tained the pesition taken by the authorities, that 
such corporations are liable to taxation for State 
and lo purposes for the year 1880, and for taxa- 
tion for local purposes for the yeur 1881 and subse- 
quent years. . 
The cases have been conducted for the past two 
ears, and were argued in the Court of Appeals, on 
half of the City, by George P. Andrews, Counsel 
to the Corporatien, and Mr. Odile Close, counsel for 
the Trustees of New-Rochelie; ex-Judge Hand, Mr 
John H. Strahan, Mr. Davies, Nr. Parsons, and 
Mr. Silliman, argued the cases for the defendants 
in the Court of Appeals.

CONKLING'’S TRIAL DELAYED. 
When the case of George W. Conkling, Jr., 
indicted for the murder of W. H. Haverstick, was 
called in the Court of General Sessioas yes- 
terday the defendant promptly responded. 


His counsel wus provided with an imposing 
array of law books aud a novel piece of evidence 
for the defense in the shape of the companion 
china figure to that alleged to have been thrown 
at Conkling by Haverstick immediately before 
the shooting. Assistant District Attorney 
O’Byrne asked for a postponement, he 
having set on foot an investigation which might 
entirely change the aspect vf the case and effectu- 
ally dispose of much of the gush with which the 
tragedy had been surrounded. This investigation 
rendered it necessary that important information 
in his possession should be verified in anether 
State, and until this inquiry had concluded he 
could not conscientiously begin the trial. Counsel 
for the defendant strenuously opposed any delay. 
Conkling’s business as Government Surveyor, he 
said. was now about to begin, and his de- 
tention East weuld be a great injustices. 
A delay of a month to him in his 
departure for Nevada would mean the lossofa 
whole year’s business, as he-could only operate in 
the Summer season. Mr. O'Byrne said he would 
be able to try the case next month. The defend- 
ant’s counsel said if the case was delayed at all it 
\should go over uarlil the Fall, so that Conkling 
might be enabled to attend to his duties. An ar- 
rangement was finally entered into between coun- 
‘selon both sides, and Judge Gildersieeve set tiie 
case Gown for trial mext September.

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“The Beto ork Gime, 


LEADERS IN METHODISM 


RELIGIOUS WORK IN THE NEW- 
YORK CONFERENCE. 
REPORTS FROM THE DISTRICTS PRESENTED 
AND THE SUBJECT OF ONE CONFERENCE 

FOR CITY CHURCHES BROUGHT UP. 

At the opening of the session of the New- 
York Annual Conference yesterday morning a re- 
port was received from the committee which has 
been examining the charges of maladministration 
against the Rey. Charles Gorse. The committee 
thought thet Mr. Gorse’s interpretation of the dis- 
cipline in the case in question was an error of 
judgment. The report was received, and by reso- 
jution of the Conference Mr. Gorse’s character 
was passed, his standing being thereby made as 
good asever. The Rev. Dr. L. H. King, Presiding 
Elder of the Prattsville District, told of the re- 
vivals held in his district during the year, the re- 
pairs to old churches, and the ereetion of new 
ones. The missionary collections in the district 
were, he said, the largest by over $500 of any year 
since 1868. Asaresult of the church's war on in- 


temperance, one town after another in 
the district was falling into line in the 
ranks of no license. Arrangements had 
been made to establish a permanent camp- 
ground upon Hunter Mountain. The Rev. J. W. 
Ackerly. Presiding Eider of the Ellenville District, 
reported that Methodism had made satisfactory 
progress in his field. The Rev. D. M. Powell was, 
at his own request, entered as withdrawn from the 
ministry of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and 
the Presiding Elder was instructed to request the 
surrender of his parenments. The Rev. J. Millard, 
Presiding Elder of the Newburg District, said the 
miuisters of bis district stood in the front ranks of 
those who were making active war on intemper- 
ance. He said, also, that the ** worthless and per- 
nicious literature of the day is finding its way into 
almost every household and working great injury 
to the young.” 

Prof. Young, of the Wesleyan University, ad- 
dressed the Conference in the interests of that in- 
stitution. ‘‘ What the university wants money for 
now is not safety,’ he said, “but progress, It 
needs some other things, however, besides money, 
and one of these is students.”’ The Rev. Dr. Albert 
S. Hunt, Seeretary of the American Bible Society, 
also addressed the Conference, He said that the 
great work of -the society at the present time 
was the distribution of the fourth general sup- 
ply of Bibles to the whole country. 
Through the agents of the society it had been 
ascertained that every fifth family throughout 
this land was destitute of the Scriptures. Speak- 
ing of the work of the society abroad, he said a 
great demand had arisen for the Bible in Mexico, 
and he caused great merriment by telling a story 
which showed the Mexican idea of the estimation 
in which the Bible is held in the United States. 
When Gen. Grant was iovited to visit Mexico as 
the guest of the Government his entertainers fitted 
up a house for his accommodation, but did 
not content themselves with putting one Bible 
iu the bouse. They put one in every room, and, 
lest the General might have some trouble in find- 
ing his Bible, they put one upon a stand in his bed- 
reom where it would be the first thing he shouid 
see when he woke up in the morning. The com- 
mittee to nominate persons to fill vacancies.in the 
Board of Trustees presented the names of the Rev. 
Messrs. G. LD. Townsend und J. Millard, and, as the 
layman, J. Milton Cornell. These gentlemen were 
unanimously elected. Mr. Cornell is the first lay- 
man that hasever been made a member of the 
Board of Trustees. A communication frem the 
Church Extension and Missionary Society, convey- 
ing a resolution to the Boara of Managers, to the 
effect that the work of the society would be 
greatly facilitated. and the welfare of Methodism 
promoted,if all the churches in New-York City 
were under one Conference and one Presiding E)- 
der, was read, and the following committee was 
appointed to consider the subject: M. D’'C. Craw- 
ford, A. K. Sanford, A. H. Ferguson, J. B. Corneil, 
and H. M. Forrester. The two last named gentie- 
men are laymen. In the afternoon tke anniver- 
sary of the Woman's Home Missionary Society was 
celebrated, and addresses, descriptivesof the 
methods and work of the society, were delivered 
by Mrs. L. M. Dunton and Mrs. R. S. Rust. In the 
evening the missionary sermon was preached by 
the Rev. Dr. C. H, Fowler.

NEW-YORK EAST CONFERENCE, 
THE QUESTION OF A CONFERENCE OF THE 
CITY CHURCHES DISCUSSED. 

The third day’s session of the New-York 
East Conference was well attended yesterday 
morning, the first order of business being the re- 
port concerning superannuated ministers. ‘** Noth- 
ing against him” was .read of the following, who 
were continued in this relation: The Rev. 


Messrs. Ira Abbott, Ly W. Abbott, G. W. 
Allen, C, Braicard, A. Busbnell, §. H. Clark, R. 
Codling, Z. Davenport, J. Field, G. L. Fuller. W. 
Gothard, E. 8. Hubbard,J. Henson, A. S. Hill, Mor- 
ris Hill, N. Kellog, R. D. Kirby, H. D. Latham, N. 
Mead, A. Nash, L. D. . Nickerson, M. N. Olmstead, 
Dayid Osborn, J. Parker, H. F. Pease, R. K. Rey- 
noilds, J. Sanford, S. W. Scofield, C. Sillman, F. W. 
Sizer, 8S. S. Strong. N. Tibbals, G. Waterbury, J. O. 
Work; and M. C. White. On the invitation of the 
Rev. Dr, Peck and congregation it was decided to 
hold the next Conference in the Hanson-Place 
Church, Brooklyn. The Kev. Dr. Gilder, of the 
Commitvee on Reeords, reported in favor of the 
securing of a room in which the valuable reeords 
of the Methodist Church could be stored, and pro- 
posed that the offer of the old John-Street Church 
to preserve them in its vaults be accepted untila 
permanent place could be secured. The commit- 
tee was continued. 

Mr. J. B. Cornell, in behalf of the Church Exten- 
sion and City Missionary Society, presented a reso- 
lution to the Conference to the effect that it would 
facilitate the work of the society and advance the 
cause of Methodism in the City if alithe churches 
within the City limits were under one Conference, 
In 1849, be said, when the City was divided into 
two Conferences, the line of division being through 
Third-avenue, Bowery, Chatham-street, and 
Broadway, the New-York East Conference had 18 
per vent. more members than the New-York Con- 
ference churches on the West Side. In 1882 there 
were 950 less members than then in the former, 
although the population had increased largely, 
while. on the other hand, the membership of the 
west side churches had increased in number 4,972. 
The decline on the east side was attributed to the 
fact that solarge a‘number of Methodists had re- 
moved to Brooklyn, and also to the fact that the 
increase of population was largely composed 
of immigrants. ‘The Church Extension Society 
had tried to keep up its work on the east 
side as well ason the west. It had assumed a debt 
of $33,000 to prevent the sale of three churehes, 
and one chapel nad been put = aud one chureh 
bought. The money given for the society during 
the past 18 years, not including what congrega- 
tions gave Lo their own churthes, was $417,000 on 
the west side and $66,000 on the east. The society 
bad failed to establish churches in four places on 
the east side where needed, and many times could 
not give heip asked. ‘This work could not be ear- 
ried on because the east side churches were so 
poor. Very few men of wealth were in them. The 
reason that a change in Conference lines was de- 
sirable was. because there was a lack of sympa- 
thy between the east and west side churches. 
The east side gained no 4 from Brooklyn and 
none from the west side of the City. This lack of 
sympathy had existed ior some time and was 
known to every minister in the Conference. If the 
two sections were united in one Conference and 
all the churehes of New-York worked together, the 
manager of the society thought that the debt of 
$400,000 on City churches would be speedily paid 
up, and that the membership would increase 25,- 
000. They therefore asked that a eommission of 
five persons be appeinted to confer with alike 
puinber from the New-York Conference and decide 
upon a change of buundaries. 

The Rev. Dr. Buckley, editor of the Christian 
Advocate, then spoke for a long time onsthe ques- 
tion, which, he said, had broken out at intervals 
since 1872 in one form or another. The great dif- 
ficulty would be to acsomplish an agreement be- 
tween the two Conferences as to the division of 
churches. If it was accomplished, the New-York 
East Conference would be divided into two parts, 

| between which would be another Conference. 
This he did not believe in. Ner did he believe in 
legislating to overcome a jealousy and lack of 
sympathy between churches, whieb should not 
exist. Then again, looking at it in thé point of 
equity, one Couference would become muenh larger 
than the other, and the representation in the Gen- 
eral Conferenee woula be largely in favor of one. 
If the New-York Conference would give up the 
churches along the Hudson to the East Conference 
in excbange for the latter’s City ehurehes he would 
be in favor of it, but he did not think it would ever 
do this. Dr. Buckley thought the decline in Meth- 
odist churches on the east side was due to the change 
of nationality of the population. The new-comers 
in that portion of the City were nearly all foreign- 
ers. The old Methudists had gone away, while 
Jews, Germans, French. and Italians had come in. 
In fact, he thought it was remarkable that the 
churches had done as well as they had. After Dr. 
Buckley's speech the furtberconsiderstion of the 
matter was set down for special discussion on 
Monday morning. During Dr. Buckley's remarks 
the Rev. Dr. Simmons, who has been seriously ill, 
entered the church and was greeted with applause. 
The rernainder of the morning session was taken 
up with addrevses. Chaplain MeCabe spoke in be- 
half of the Metropolitan Church in Wasbington, 
which still has debt amounting to $15,000, and 
which, Dr. Curry said, appeared at every Confer- 
ence as far back asthe memory of mun could go. 
Chaplain McCabe wanted two eents from each 
ebureb member in the Conference limits in order 
to entirely wipe it out. An address was also de- 
livered by Dr. Fowler, representing the Missionary 
Society. In the afternoon the Woman's Foreign 
Missionary Society held its anniversary. 


NEW STEAM-SH!IP INSPECTORS. 

The Inspeetors appointed at this port under 
the steam-sbip inspection law, passed by Congress 
last year, have begun the performance or their 
duties. These Inspecters were appeinted several 
months ago, but, although they bave been receiy- 


ing pay they have not been abie todo any work 
in consequence of some technical delay in the 
preparation of their rules and regulations.

7BE BUOK OF COMMON PRAYER. 


WORK OF THE COMMITTEE ON REVISION 


COMPLETED. 

Tne Committee on the ‘“‘ Enrichment of the 
Book of Common Prayer” appointed by the Gen- 
eral Convention of tne Protestant Episcopal 
Church, in this City during October, 1880, has been 
in session at Grace House since Wednesday, and 
has at last completed its deliberations. The ¢com- 
mittee consisted of seven Bishops, seven priests, 
and seven laymen, and meetings have been held 
at various times and places during the past three 
years. The committee has made various alterations 
in the liturgy of the church to comply 
with the requirements of the present generation 
and the advancement in the needs and werk of 
the church. The present liturgy was taken for the 


most part from the mary of the Anglican Church, 
which was adopted nearly 00 years aco. It was 
ratified by the General Convention of the church 
in October, 1789, and went into effect Oct. 1, 1790. 
Two amendments ouly have been made since its 
adeption—one in 1799 im regard to the office of 
the “Consecration of a Church or Chapel” and 
one in 1804 in the office of the “ Institution of Min- 
isters.”” For the past few years many changes in 
the liturgy have been suggested at the varioug Con- 
ventions, but none have been adopted, and at the 
last Convention a vigorous effort was made to have 
the litany altered In one particular and to allow 
the priests the privilege of using prayers not in the 
Prayer-book to suit special occasions. But both 
plans were defeated. The present committee 
was appointed to make such changes in the 
liturgy as will remove the objections to the present 
one, whieh were becoming almost universal. The 
deliberations of the committee have been kepta 
prefound secret, and will not be divulged to the 
pablic until Bishop Williams, of Connecticut, the 
Chairman, sees fit to make a public statement of 
the proposed changes. It will probally be done, 
Bishop Leigh informea a reported yesterday, 
some time in the near future. The Gen- 
eral Convention meets in October. next, 
and the proposed amendments will be pre- 
sented fer ratification. Among the members 
who attended this meeting were Bishop Niles, of 
New-Hampshire; Doane, of Albany; Huntineton, 
of Central New-York: Coxe, of Western New- 
York; Leigh, of Eastern Maryland: Stevens, of 
Pennsylvania, and Williams, of Connecticut; the 
Rev. Drs. Goodwin and Hare, of Philadelpma; 
Harwood, of New-Haven; Dix, of this City; Hunt- 
ington, of Boston; Garrison, of Dlinois, and Harri- 
son, of Troy, N. Y. 

A prominent clergyman of this City told a re- 
porter yesterday that there was one obvious omis- 
sion in the Prayer-book. It is in the burial service 
of a little chila. The words, though strikingly 
beautiful, solemn, and grand, contain nothing of 
particular comfort to the parents of a little babe. 
He thought that some sentences from the Scripture 
such as “Suffer littie ehildren to come unto me, 
for of such is the kingdom of heaven,” and others 
of like import would be added to the service to be 
read on such oecasions. The opening of the morn- 
ing or evening service, too, he thougnt, would 
probably be somewhat shertened. 
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CHINATOWN EXCITED. 


The Chinese residents of Mott-street and 
their friends are in a state of great excitement, for 
they have just heard of a movement made by cer- 
tain leading Chinese capitalists which, they say. is 
intended to drive them out of business and create 
@ monopoly in the sale of Chinese goods. Messrs. 
Tom Lee, Kwong Hing Lung, Woo Kee, and 
Man Lee, ail of Mott-street, are the moneyed 


men against whom many of their countrymen 
are now railing in great anger. Last week each of 
these gentlemen seleeted a piece of property in 
Mott-street, pear Chatham-street, and quietly pur- 
ebased it. Tom Lee bought No. 18 Mott-street for 
$15,000, Woo Kee secured No. 8 for $8,500, Kwong 
Hing Lung No. 10 tor $8,500,and Man Lee & Co. 
No. 12 for $5,000. These buildings are tenanted by 
scores of,Chinamen, who are mostly store-keepers 
and sellers of Chinese goods. The first notice of 
the change of ownership was received by 
them when the tenants of No. 8 Mott- 
street were informed by Woo Kee that he 
owned the place and they must get ont 
at once. Naturally this demand raised a breeze 
in the Chinese quarter, and inquiries brought out 
the fact of the other purchases. One of the well- 
known Mott-street Chinamen said to a Timezs re- 
porter yesterday that these purchases by his 
countrymen were simply a scheme to drive the 
smaller tradesmen out of business by forcing them 
to leave the ‘quarter, and thus placing the capital- 
ists concerned in a position to gobble up all the 
business themselves; this, too, in spite of the talk 
so often heard about the philanthropy of the 
wealthy Chinese. The feeling of uneasiness and 
indignation was painfuliy apparent im “ China- 
town” vesterday, and last evening the usual-gay- 
ety of the place had given way to gloom and de- 
pression. The tenants. of the newly eae 
property are not inclined to submit quietly to being 
ousted from their trade, and they are holding meet- 
ings to determine what action they oan take to de- 
fend themselves.

BURNED IN THE LOWER BAY. 


The vessel which was burned in the Bay off 
Tompkineville last Thursday night was the Nor- 
wegian ship Zorka, which wasto have sailed to- 
day for St. John, New-Brunswick. Capt. Pfaffe, 
who was in command of the ship at the time she 
took fire, came up to the City yesterday and visited 
the offices of his agents, Slocovich & Cu., of No. 74 
Broad-street. He stated that the Zorka was in 
ballast and left the Merchants’ Steres in Brooklyn 
late Thursday afternoon. She anchored off Tomp- 
kinsville where she was to have received ner crew 


yesterday. There was no one on board but the 
Captain, the ship-keeper, and the steward. 
They were to have taken turns at 
watching during the night. Early in the eveninga 
swell which suggested burning rags was noticed, 
but as the wind came from the shore it was 
thought that the fire was inthat direction. Later 
on a light smoke was observed, but this 
was taken for mist. Shortly after 9 
o'clock, while the Captain was in his cabin, 
be heard a crackling sound, and, hurrying on 
deck, he found smoke pouring out of the hatches. 
He alarmed the steward and the ship-keeper, and 
attempted to return tothe cabin, but the latter 
was now in flames. The fire was rapidly gaining 
possession of the ship. Capt. Pfaffe, with the ship- 
keeperand stewurd, got into the boat and rowed 
ashore. The ship burned fiercely during the re- 
mainder of the night. After burning to the water’s 
edge she sank yesterday morning.

Patrick J. Sheridan, of the Irish World, 
one of the men implicated by the informer Carey 
in the Phenix Park assassinations, complained to 
Justice Smith, in the Tombs Police Court, yester- 
day, that John T, Hoag, who claims to be the pub- 
lisher of the paper, had opened three letters ad- 
dressed to him, Gen. Roger A. Pryor appeared 
for Mr. Sheridan. The specific charge against Mr. 
Hoag was made in connection with a letter ad- 
dressed to Mr. Sheridan, which the latter received 


on April 3. It had been opened and bore the fol- 
lowing indorsement,, which was admitted to be in 
Mr. Hoag’s bandwriting: 

lmake no apology to the man this fs addressed to, 
ana only say that it was hastily slit open with Jrish 
Worid letters. J.T. BH. 

In cross-examination by the counsel for Mr. 
Hoag, Mr. Sheridan said he was not disebarged by 
Mr. Hoag from the irish Vorid, as he did not revog- 
nize Mr. Houg’s authority tou dose. He oonsidered 
Mr. Ford to be his employer. **I wonid not be 
employed by Hoag under any circumstances,"’ be 
added. Mr. Hoag had previously opened two of 
his letters. °*’On each occasion,” Mr. Sheridan 
said, “1 warned him not to open another.” Mr. 
Hoag said Mr. Sheridan “ never said a word” to 
him about opening his letters. He however, quali- 
fied the answer by sayingthat he did not :emem- 
ber the circumstances if they occurred. 

“Are you in the employ of the British Govern- 
ment to watch Mr. Sheridan?’ Gen. Pryor in- 
quired. The question was objected to, and the 
objection was sustained. 

“ Are youin the pay of the British Government 
toopen Mr. Sheridan’s letters?’
